[WITH  A  PORTRAIT.] 


The  inventor  of  the  Life  Boat 
will  ever  rank  high  among  thole 
who  liave  cklerveii  well  of  their  coun¬ 
try  ;  and  his*  memory  will  he  revered 
by  latclt  polttiity,  as  one  of  the  molt 
valuable  benelatlors  to  niankiml. 

Mr.  Grrathead  was  born  at  Rich¬ 
mond,  in  Yorklhire,  on  the  271!)  of 
January  1757. 

His  lather,  Mr.  John  Greathend,  was 
Siipervifor  and  Comptroller  of  the  Salt 
Duties  in  South  Shields  and  the  cir¬ 
cumjacent  dillri^f,  and  was  held  in 
great  cUeem  by  the  Bo;trd  of  Commil- 
lioners  for  his  drift  integrity  and  dili¬ 
gence  during  forty-fix  years  that  he 
continued  in  the  fituation  ;  at  the  end 
of  which  time  the  Salt  Duties  weie 
blended  with  thofe  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Excile. —  His  mother  uas 
daughter  o!  Hemy  Rainlden,  Efq.  mer¬ 
chant,  formerly  of  York  buiidings, 
London. 

Henry,  the  fubjeft  of  our  prefent 
•attention,  was  one  ot  a  large  family  of 
childicn  i  and,  indicating  a  mec  hanical 
turn,  vias  at  a  proper  age  apprenticed 
to  an  eminent  boat-builder  in  South 
Shields.  At  the  expiration  of  his  in¬ 
dentures,  his  difpofition  inclined  him 
to  a  feafaring  life,  ami  he  embarked  in 
the  Coal  and  Ealt  Country  Trades j 
the  re.ififted  limits  of  which,  however, 
were  little  fuited  to  fatisfy  a  mind 
ardeat  in  the  purluit  of  nautical  know, 
ledge. 

During  t!ie  American  war,  he  was  fix 
years  in  the  Royal  Navy  j  and  in  the 
year  1788  was  (hipwrccked  on  the 
French  Coalt  while  on  a  voyage  to  the 
Wed  Indies.  To  this  circumitance, 
f«obablyi  the  world  a:e  indebted  for 


the  firft  idea  of  the  Life  boat,  of  which 
there  exilts  not  a  (h.idow  ol  wuubt  that 
Mr.  Greathcad  is  entitled  to  be  confi- 
dered  as  the  Iblc  inventor. 

In  September  1789,  the  (hip  Adven¬ 
ture,  ot  Ncwcartle,  was  llranded  on  the 
Herd  Sand,  on  the  Ibuth  lidc  of  I'yne- 
inouth  Haven,  in  the  midlt  of  tieincn- 
dous  breakers  i  and  all  her  crew  drop¬ 
ped  oti  her  rigging  one  by  one,  in  the 
prelcncc  of  thoulands  of  Ipeftators,  not 
one  of  whom  could  be  prevailed  upon, 
by  any  reward,  to  ventuic  out  to  her 
aliiltance,  in  any  bo.it  or  coble  of  the 
common  conltruftion. 

On  this  occafion,  the  Gentlemen  of 
South  Shields  called  a  meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  i  at  which  a  Coininiitee  was 
appointed,  and  premiums  were  offered 
for  pKins  of  a  bout  w  hich  (hould  be  the 
belt  calculated  to  brave  the  dangers  of 
the  lea,  particularly  of  broken  water. 

Many  propolah  wereufteied,  but  ihc 
preterence  was  unanimoully  given  to 
Mr.  Gieathead*s,  who  was  imuicdiatcly 
diicfted  to  build  a  boat  at  the  expenle 
of  the  (  ommittec. 

This  boat  firlt  went  off  on  the  3oih 
of  January  1790^  and  fu  well  has  it 
anfwered,  and  indeed  exceeded  every 
rxpeftation,  in  the  molt  treinendout 
tnoken  lea,  that  (ince  that  time  not 
fewer  than  two  hundred  lives  have 
been  laved  at  the  entrance  of  the  Tyne 
alone,  which  othei  wilc  mult  have  been 
lolt  i  and  in  noone  inltance  has  it  ever 
failed  •.

nin  VVillIim  ('artcr;  and  tt.ited,  that 
fronr  the  lltuaiion  ot  his  leruler.cc,  he 
Kai  icen  th*  pel  tonuincc  of  the  Lite- 
K\ir  more  frequently  than,  probably, 
.try  other  of  the  Committee  at  South 
hitrelds,  and  has  fiequentl)  lecn  and 
aiiiited  in  the  launching  the  Life- boat 
l^oin  the  beach  itUo  the  lea  during  a 
Iforin.  J'liat  this  is  done  with  the 
jiVilf.ance  of  low  wheels,  or  what  may 
br  called  rollers,  upon  which  (he  is 
dragged  to  the  water’s  edge,  and  by 
means  of  hands  propo'-tioned  to  the 
weight  of  the  boat,  the  can  be  launched 
with  as  much  eate  as  any  other  bait.. 
He  rrrnemSrr<  the  ir.ilance  ffited  hy 
Mr.  Samuel  Plumb,  in  which  the  I.ilc- 
lK>at  being  driftcil  to  the  north  watt!  by 
a  f^rong  tide,  was  landed,  and  again 
btirched  to  the  fouiLward,  oppofite  to 
the  wreck,  and  jn  the  face  of  a  very 
heavy  lea.  When  the  Gateiliead, 
Planter,  and  other  Ibips  were  wrecked, 
if  was  firif  dilcovered  that  the  Life-boat 
rciihl  act  with  perfr^I  fafety  aibivurt 
ttt  ,  and  fiacc  that  time  the  boat 


has  been  rowed  pthivart  fea,  or  other- 
wile,  indifferently,  as  the  object  to  be 
relieved  required  it;  and  that  Jhe  goes 
the  fame’  fafety  Jrom  one  ohjec/  to  un^ 
other ^  in  a  broken  ft\i,  as  an  ordinary  boat 
nvoulJ  pafs  Jrom  one  fhip  to  anothtr  in  a 
f'ncoth  fea.  He  is  conhdent,  lince  the 
eliabiiihment  of  the  Life-bo.it,  there 
li.ivc  been  at  lead  three  humlred  per- 
fons  brought  on  fnoie  from  Ihips  in 
dillicis,  aiul  wrecks  otf  Shields,  the 
gteitcd  part  of  whom  mull  othcrwilc 
inevitdily  have  perilhed.  Anil  the 
witnels  added,  that  it  was  his  opinion, 
founded  upon  experience  and  the  ol>- 
lervations  he  had  been  enabled  to  make, 
that  no  lea,  however  higii,  could  over, 
let  or  link  the  1  Ifc-boat.”

**  Having  yelterday  witnelled  the 
mod  extraordinary  efcape  ot  the  cre.v 
of  the  brig  Bee  from  ihip wreck  tliat 
was  perhaps  ever  known,  by  means  of 
the  Northumberland  Life  boat,  I  take 
the  molt  early  opportunity  of  giving 
you  a  correct  Itateincnt  ot  the  whole 
c  ire  urn  dances. 

“  The  Bee  of  Shields,  John  Houlton, 
Matter,  having  put  to  lea  in  an  ealterly 
wind,  had  not  proceeded  far  when  it 
began  to  blow  Ibong  from  the  fouth- 
calt,  which  obliged  him  a  few  hours 
after  to  put  back.  In  taking  Tyne¬ 
mouth  Bar  at  the  laft  quarter  ebb,  in  a 
very  heavy  Tea,  the  (truck  the  groiiml 
and  unQiipped  her  rudder.  Being  now 
completely  unmanageable,  (l»e  dritted 
towards  the  north  tide  of  the  bar,  and 
at  length  drove  on  the  Black  Middens. 
They  who  have  witnclTed  the  tremen¬ 
dous  fca  which  breaks  on  the  north-eaft 
part  of  this  harbour,  in  a  fouth-caftcrly 
wind,  may  form  a  conception  of  the 
dreadful  Htuation  in  which  the  crew  of 
t))e  veflcl  were  fituated.  In  the  midll 
of  rocks,  where  the  Tea  runs  mountains 
high,  fo  as  frequently  to  obfeure  the 
fliip,  and  where  any  vclTcl  might  be 
exp^ked  immediately  to  go  to  pieces, 
their  only  refuge  from  being  fwept 
into  the  gulf,  was  to  climb  up  into 
the  (hrouds,  which  the  Captain,  with 
Hx  men  and  bov;:,  being  the  whole 
crew,  indantly  cHe^lcd.  The  danger¬ 
ous  fituation  in  which  they  were  placed 
immediately  attra^ed  an  imtnenfe  num¬ 
ber  of  fpeOators  from  both  North  and 
South  Shields.  The  (bores  in  every 
dlre^jon  were  lined  with  people,  who 
exprefTed,  by  their  anxious  looks,  the 
molt  fympathetic  apprehenfiont  for 
their. fafety.  The  making  ufe  of  the 
Life-boat  was  by  molt  people  thought 
impodible  i  and  at  all  events,  theattempt 


was  aircnded  with  extreme  danger, 
owing  to  the  tremendous  (ea,  and  the 
immenle  locks  which  lay 'where  the 
velfel  was  Itrandcd.  So  confident, how¬ 
ever,  w.i<  Mr.  Gi eathc.id,  the  inventor, 
of  the  Lilc-b0.1t  being  able  to  in 
any  (ea,  if  propej  ly  iiavigalcJ,  tllat  he, 
without  lielitatlon,  and  w'ith  the  great- 
clt  alertnels,  volunteered  his  lerv^ces  to 
bring  clFthc  men  liom  the  brig.  This 
intrepid  olFcr  operated  like  electricity 
among  the  t.!ilors  j  and  immediately  the 
Not  tiiumbcrland  Life-boat  was  launch¬ 
ed,  and  manned  with  .Mr.  Grcatheai 
and  South  Sliields'  pilots.  la  the  courie 
of  a  few  minutes  they  rcacheil  the  s’el- 
fel,  without  much  dltliculty,  and  picked 
ort  the  men  from  the  Ihronds,  (hivering 
with  cold,  and  almolt  perilhed  by  fa¬ 
tigue.  One  man,  in  making  too  inucii 
halte  to  enter  the  boat,  fell  into  the 
breakers,  but  was  immediately  reco¬ 
vered.  Wnen  the  whole  crew  w.is  in 
the  boat  tliey  rowcil  towards  the  (liore; 
and  in  iels  than  an  hour  from  the  time 
the  Iroat  w.as  launched  did  they  return 
in  (afety  to  South  Shields,  witiiout  a 
(ingle  .acclilent ! 

“  This  is  certainly  the  moll  aftonKfa- 
ing  and  hazardous  expedition  that  any 
Life-boat  has  ever  yet  attempted  j  and 
from  the  eale  and  lafety  with  which  (he 
went  to  and  from  the  brig,  having 
(hipped  very  little  water,  it  c.in  fcarcely 
be  conceived  what  flic  may  be  capable 
of  cfleCling.  The  joy  that  appeared  to 
pervade  the  people  on  (hore,  when  the 
boat  returned  in  lafety,  may  moie  cafllr 
be  conceived  than  delcribed.  Tliit 
fuccefsful  enterprize  has  added  another 
laurel  to  the  Inventor  of  the  Life-boat, 
and  additional  lultre  to  the  Duke  of 
Northumberland  and  the  other  bene¬ 
volent  patrons  of  an  invention  which 
has  rendered  fuch  impertant  ferviccs 
to  the  caulc  of  humanity  I**

and  develope  tlic  foldings  of  the  liu- 
man  lua  t.  He,  theitfo;e,  has  not 
ftated  more  than  he  knew  j  which  was, 
that  the  Apothecary  placed  the  To¬ 
mans  in  his  till,  wliich  tili  that  lime 
had  never  enclofed  the  twentieth  part 
of  fo  much  w'ealth,  and  (ubil: railing 
one  from  the  heap,  he  gave  it  toTami- 
ra,  telling  her  to  liaftcii  to  the  market, 
and  purcltafe  materials  for  an  enter¬ 
tainment  worthy  of  a  guelt  wlio  feemed 
polfelVeil  of  the  riches  of  Gokomla 
and  the  generolity  of  Auren^zehe. 

flere  let  us  paul’e  a  little,  in  order,  in 
the  fu  ll  iiuhince,  to  mention  that  ufe- 
ful,  hut  too  much  neglected,  part  of  the 
human  (pecies,  who  arc  never  courtfJ

It  h  is,  to  c  >ir.inue  this  fpcculation, 
been  kiKiwii  to  have  been  applied  to 
the  Judlcid  iiench  0/' /Vr/Ar,  to  the 
JuKiefc  Star,  nay  to  places  Itill  moie 
folemn  and  facied,  Inch  as  the  Heads 
of  C'ollcges  of  Dci  vifes,  jcc.  ;  and  in 
turopt,  alfo.  we  kave  heaiil  of  i)lJ 
Women  at  the  Heads  of  Huufes,  of 
C'out  ts,  of  Ai  rnies,  ol  Adiiifniiftrations, 
of  Municipaliiics,  ccc.  :  but  the  PeiTia.i 
hidoi  ian  h.nl  heaid  nothing  of  this,  lie 
has  thcrefoie  only  mentioned  the  i  e- 
fpe^t  which  is  paid  to  the  ancient  part 
of  the  lair  (ex  in  their  proper  Itationsj 
and  further,  that  i'amira,  for  iute- 
griiy,  for  fidelity,  and  afTcytlon  to  lier 
matter,  for  experience  in  domcltic  con- 
4ern‘‘,  and  general  (agacity,  was  an 
excellent  rcoiefcnlative  of  all  the  old 
women  iii  Ifpaham 

S'nc  hul,  afiei  erluTUion  in  the 
houfe  of  Abud,  dcicendctl  like  an  heir¬ 
loom  to  honclf  Nadir  ftorn  his  father, 
a  phyfictan  of  gjcat  genius,  little  prac* 
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tice,  and  much  liumility,  ns  appears 
by  Ills  only  making  liis  fon  an  apothe- 
caiy.  We  fiiould  never  have  been  able 
to  afcertaii»  her  age,  had  the  not  in  the 
heat  of  a  medical  c.lfpute,  the  onlydif- 
putes  which  Ihe  ever  had  with  her  inaf- 
tcr,  laid,  n»e  well  lemembcrcd  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  ilic  obdiik  w  Ifich  they  had  every 
day  befb:e  tlicir  eyes,  to  commemorate 
the  recovery  of  Slia  Sefi  from  inirmprr- 
an:e.  Nadir,  therefore,  whom  Ihe  had, 
by  lire  fhrewdnefs  of  her  obfervatioiis 
and  the  fagacity  of  her  interrogatories 
in  his  profeiiion,  both  plcqued  and  pu/- 
zleii,  inalicioully  calculated  the  period 
ill  which  Ihe  had  been  ac(]uiring  this 
experience  j  he  found  that  forty-fix 
years  had  pafVed  fir.ee  the  event  which 
the  obelilk  recorded  ;  which,  added  to 
the  'ige  file  was  when  ihc  came  into  the 
poireinon  of  his  father,  fixed  her's  ac 
near  fevenry.

Of  this  llie 
row  gave  a  fpecimen  ;  for  while  we 
have  been  dig'ciHng,  and  Nadir,  with 
the  lage  I  niael,  were  engaged  in  the 
difeudion  of  general  topics  in  the  fiu^tA 
Ihe  liad,  under  the  iiiiiueiicc  of  the 
Toman  we  have  mentioned,  furnifiied 
fui-h  an  entcrl.iinmcnt  as  never  had 
beto’e  been  Icen  in  tlie  lioufeoi  Nadir, 
nor  indeed  of  his  ancefiors. 

'riic  honed  Apotlitcary,  when  lie  en- 
tcied  the  eating  room,  was  tlumdcr- 
dnick  :\t  the  figlit  of  the  variety  of 
via. ids  (prejd  before  him,  and  the  talle 
that  wasdlTphncd  in  their  dirpofition. 

Kcveiend  Father,”  laid  be  to  the 
young  F.iquir  ,  “  I  fc^i  that  theictcmp- 
raiioiis  to  Icnfual  indulgence  will  leave 
the  Itiiifs  of  itunorlc,  if  not  the  confe-

It  fhould  be  itjoI- 
leCted,  to  llie  honour  of  Mr.  liuikc, 
that  while  maintaining  a  (piritrd  ton- 
telt  againd  ih.c  minilterial  polic),  he 
has  Utt  no  traces  <»f  .aberration  by 
which  he  can  be  accufed  of  li.iving,  in 
the  nioft  unguarded  moment  of  inita- 
tion,  iflcrted  the  doCV  ines  of  licentious 
difordcf — of  having  intentiiinally  allilt- 
ed  to  confound,  nii<'gui<le,  or  delude — 
or  of  ever  facrificing,  for  an  inllaiil, 
the  lights  and  dignitv  <d  l/is  llafion  to 
ihr  audacity  of  niolibifh  pretciilion,  or 
the  vr^ring  breath  of  popui.u  applaufe. 
Rut  the  period  in  hi.s  hillory  wlicrcin  he 
Ihould  now  more  pai  titul  irlv  be  held 
up  to  comempiative  admii  ati  m,  is  from 
^he  epoch  when,  on  tlie  event  of  the 
terrinc  and  execrable  revolution  in 
hianre,  he  buid,  with  honelt  magna¬ 
nimity,  the  tiammels  of  pai  ty,  and  in¬ 
dignantly  fevered  every  tainted  con¬ 
nexion,  l)y  boldly  unfurling  a  radiant 
flag  of  warf.ire  againlt  the  demoniac 
enemy  of  focial  heing.  With  the  ken 
of  prophetic  wifdom,  Mr.  Hnrkc  was 
the  fir  It  to  forefer,  .and  picdicf,  the 
devouring  and  <lclt>l.atlng  efTeCds  of 
that  tremendous  explotion,  on  morals, 
religion,  and  law.  At  a  moment  of 
general  infatuation,  he  lud  the  hanly 
refoliition  to  Item  the  tempcitnous  enr- 
rint  from  French  infanity,  and,  with  a 
w  uning  voice,  to  expofe  to  mankiml 
tlie  rocks,  and  quick fands,  .iiul  firtn 
prrili  of  that  ilcllruCtivc  lea.  From 
lli.tt  inll.int  he  continued  to  b?  aflaiilt- 
ed  by  an  hodile  array  of  profane  phiio- 
fophv,  enraged  jacobiniCm,  f’tditious 
nubility,  proHigatc  ambition,  and  gro* 
vlllng  dcmociacy  ;  all  conjoined  un¬ 
der  one  motley  banner,  by  il»c  fame  in¬ 
famous  unity  of  end.  Rut  the  arrows 
p’gtuy  malevolence  re.it  lietl  not,  or 
If  [I  harmlcfs  from  the  firm  front  of  the 
ntlglify  CololVus.

By  a  fingular  f.it.allty, 
Fr.incc  hcrfclf  anfwered  his  .acciifcrs, 
and  judifud  him.  Her  conduth  real¬ 
ized  **  to  the  iittermolF*  every  dread¬ 
ful  anticipation  he  had  made  }  and, 
with  a  melancholy  co-incidence,  molt 
of  her  deeds  ofdarknefs  and  iniquity 
have  been  perpetrated  in  the  exait 
order,  .and  by  the  very  me.ins,  which 
he  h.id  anxioufiy  forctohl.  What  was 
once  treated  as  the  extravagant  ravings 
of  a  prolific  Imagnniion,  appears  now 
to  be  fcarcely  any  thing  more  than  a 
fimple  I eprelentation  of  tlic  obvious 
connexions  of  cauff*  and  — an  au¬ 
thentic  hillory,  written  on  ilie  fecneof 
action,  of  what  had  already  occurred, 
in  dead  of  a  profpectlvo  view  of  that 
which  w’.is  likely  to  happen.  As  a 
datcTman,  he  miglit  liave  enjoyed  tins 
remarkable  ledimony  in  t.ivour  of  Ills 
fag.atity,  if,  as  .a  man,  he  had  not  pol- 
frli’ed  a  hc.irt  fenfibly  alive  to  the  milc- 
rics  and  future  d.ingcis  of  lulUuing 
and  pcrfecuied  humanity. 

To  fay  that  the  exalted  tharai^ler  of 
hti.  Buike  was  un.alloyed  by  fallings, 
would  be  to  ai  rogate  for  him  what  can 
never  be  the  lot  of  imptrlcct  man.  Ma- 
l.ce  has  plealed  itfelf With  dwelling  on 
his  hauglity  contumely,  his  intempei  ate 
hyperliole.and  impi  mieni  precipitance  j 
bur,  in  tliis  relped,  even  the  exagge¬ 
rated  picture  fhe  has  diawn  imputes  to 
him  no  weaknefles  but  thole  ot  an 
ardent  and  towering  mind,  itirieving 
every  error  by  an  luindreil-told  weight 
of  Iterling  merit,  *J'o  the  cliarge  ot 
corrnnt  apoltacy  in  his  batter  years, 
which,  wiiliout  believing,  his  focsaie 
ctbllged  to  ulc  as  a  weapon  of  protedion 
to  their  own  depiavity,  it  would  be 
infulling  to  his  memory  to  deign  a 
leply.  '1\)  them,  tlic  difference  be¬ 
tween  honelt  independence  and  venal 
vcrlatility,  is  as  unintelligible  as  that 
which  feparates  rational  freedom  from 
the  faiurnalian  uproar  of  anarchy.  Nor 
can  they  comprclieiul,  from  their  owui 
feelings,  why  a  man,  of  undilguiled 
and  ingenuous  nature,  fhoiild  renounce 
the  ties  of  former  ali'oeiates,  when  their 
principles  of  conduct  cealed  to  accord, 
without  being  aCtu.ilitl  by  the  i.icrcc- 
n.iry  motives  of  j)r()ditute  cupidity. 
But  to  America  it  w  ill  remain  a  proud

fully  ill  lilt  raicil.  Above  all,  at  a  crilis 
when  It  is  become  lb  pecniiaily  necei* 
lary  to  inltil  loyal  and  lacied  piinciplcs 
into  tlie  mindi  of  her  youth,  let  the 
riling  generation  be  tinght  to  know 
and  reipeM  Ins  halloweil  fervices,  and 
to  ennilate  the  enl  u  ged  powers  ami 
(le!ight‘ul  model<  winch  his  works  dif- 
phy.  In  the  tendency  to  imitate  him, 
thev  nnilt  afpiie  to  tlie  moll  extenlive 
attainments  of  Itudious  application ; 
for  tlie  foinces  of  his  captivating  ora¬ 
tory  are  as  unbounded  ns  the  range  of 
vir;blc  creation.  At  his  command,  eacli 
department  ol  natuie  openetl  wide  its 
treafnics;  anil  fcienco  Itood  like  a  hand¬ 
maid  to  Inpply  liiin  with  all  her  “  gor¬ 
geous  imagery.’'  Kvery  defeription  ot 
rlietorical  power  htlonged  to  him,  ifiat 
always  feeming  moll  eminently  his  own 
whicli  at  the  moment  he  was  wieldirg. 
At  one  time  we  may  behold  liini  in  a 
iliz'/.ling  bla/c  of  awlul  majelty,  as 
when  imprecating  public  vengeance 
ajainlt  tlie  mantled  tyrant  of  India  j 
and  again,  in  mild,  yet  flowing  lere- 
nity,  appearing  the  conlecrated  guide 
of  homage  to  Inperlor  goodnel’s  when 
invoking  blelfings  on  the  god-like  vir¬ 
tue  of  the  philanthropic  Howard.  If 
in  this  motiunt,  like  “  the  mighty 
mailer"  when  he  lung  the  fallen 
Darius,"  he  lead.s  us  iii  the  thraldom 
of  penlive  UKdancludy,  at  the  liid  and 
unworthy  late  of  beautrous  and  .aii- 
gu!t  rovalty  ;  in  tlie  next,  we  arcaw-ak- 
ened  by  the  loud  trumpet  of  riglueous 
indignation againll  tlie  rabble  opurelloi’, 
till  loit  in  liillen  r(.co!le(!:ti  mi  that  the 
honourable  days  of  thlv'bons  enter- 
pille  aic  no  more.  No  idea  was  to 
him  too  va'.t  or  luhlimc  for  appolite 
expreihon.  With  impetuous  force,  he 
ranheked  the  wliole  niatenrd  world  l<ir 
metaphor  and  aiy.iogy,  Icizii  g  and  re. 
jeiling  at  plealure,  in  his  g'gmiic 
lliide.  To  him  r.!on*\  perhaps,  if  lias 
.appertained  to  u'ter.  in  equal  language, 
the  favage  abominations  of  ihe  heretic 
republic.  With  the  luayic  wand  of  ids 
ge^jus,  tiding  i  t  the  hoim,  he  has 
b?en  able  to  (well  a  wild  iinriicane  of 
tloijueiue,  irregular,  »  cftiirl>'*d,  and 
overwhelming,  jigiiifuanr  o‘  the  erup¬ 
tive  v’olence  and  relent  Ids  fui  y  of  tlmt 
of  1  iotous  tipmull,  whicli  f?(•ln 
its  blackcll  deep  Ic  lias  explored,  and 


turned  up  to  tlie  (hodJeilng  fenfes  of 
civilized  man. 

Suc  h  hi  a  faint  rdembl  nice  of  what 
was  Kdmund  liuike.  Wlirn  .dive,  fo 
i.arcly  was  lie  endowed,  th.at  in  all 
fpeeclies  and  w’litlngs,  however  im- 
portaiu  ih.e  fulijeC*,  lie  nevci’  failed  to 
excite,  at  will,  the  moll  cm  ions  in- 
tetcll  in  whatever  conceincd  liimielt. 
More  loilun.ite,  pejliaps,  in  this,  than 
the  Roman  orator-  in  him,  eg.'titm 
was  no  longer  dilgulting;  and  vatury 
itfeb’,  pnlfing  olf  its  title  with  Its  gioll- 
nc!s,  was  gracefully  refined  into  an 
.nttraflive  ornament  of  bland  perfna- 
fion.  Plea'.i  d  and  obedient,  wheurver 
hedigreHed  to  bring  himfclfinio  view, 
Ins  followtis  iiifcnlihly  forgo'  the  high- 
wiyot  Ills  argmu'.  nt,  and  even  incliind 
to  lament  hi  return  to  ir,  as  a  dej)aitu:e 
from  his  proper  theme.  Of  a  pei  ibnage 
tints  highly  privileged  and  ddtrvedly 
luoined,  a  very  Innuhle  attempt  to 
trace  back  the  pronnnenr  and  clurac- 
tri  idic  features,  may  gain  lomc  indul¬ 
gence  from  Ills  liberal  adlicrcnts  and 
confederates  in  principle.  To. t  liege 
admirer,  it  is  the  welcome  occalion  tor 
rendering  fealty  to  that  glory  wliicW, 
reliing  on  the  nnchangeab'e  balis  of 
religious  and  political  truth,  lliall 
llaiul  as  a  rock  of  adamant,  dcfviug 
the  inalii>nint  rage  of  the  fiends  of 
failion,  Icepiicifni,  and  innovation,

took  meakircs  for  forming  a  junction 
with  that  army  himfelf,  not  doubt  in  j, 
in  iii.it  cale,  lie  (hould  be  able  ro«»vcr- 
fome  fupciior  forces,  rendei  e<l  wrak 
by  extenlion,  and  incapable  of  (uccf)ur- 
ing  or  fullaining  each  other,  from  their 
want  of  continued  communication  and 
connexion. 

During  the  blockade  of  AI^(iHndril, 
jmil  while  the  Au'lro-Kuiinn  C’oin- 
inander  was  engaged  wun  M.icdoii  iKl 
for  three  days  together  on  the  Tiebbl.!, 
viz.  on  the  17th,  i.'th,  and  19th  of 
June,  Moreau  took  advant.igc  ot  his 
ubier.ce,  and  left  Genoa  with  an  army 
of  twenty  eiglit  liuniliiid  tnep,  and, 
cielieiuling  into  tlie  pl.tin  by  boc  heti.i, 
Gavi,and  Nevi,  art  tckedaiul  beatF  eld- 
^larOial  liebegiide.  I  he  Aunu.ins, 
unable  to  rcli.t  the  imncfuolity  ol  the 
republican  forces,  and  h  .tailed  in  their 
retreat,  were  ol)liged  to  crols  the  iJor- 
mlda,  .'iiul  by  this  adverl’e  tide  ot  for¬ 
tune  the  liege  of  i'ortoiia  was  laifed. 

i'uwaifovv’s  intention  of  in  vailing 
the  louth  of  Fiance  was  thus  eaily 
frulhated  ;  for  as  More.au  main  tamed 
his  Itrong  polition  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Genoa,  he  threatened  to  fall  upon 
the  rear  of  the  Kullian  as  foon  as  lie 
flionld  be^in  to  execute  his  delign. 
Though  Moreau  w.is  thus  honourably 
exerting  his  zeal  aiut  malteily  Ikill 
againit  the  enemies  ot  his  country,  the 
intrigues  of  government,  or  the  lulpi- 
cion  of  l.)nie  of  its  members,  clilpiaced 
iirm,  and  gave  the  romm.rnd  to  a  much 
youiigci-  Otlicer.  lietore  Jonbert  had 
joined  the  army,  conlidtrable  1  emlorct- 
nuiHS  had  been  lent  to  it,  lo  that  it  was 
btcoiiie  as  niinieious  as  the  forces  ot 
the  anfagonllt. 

On  tne  i4tii  of  Angiik,  before  Mo¬ 
reau  had  left  the  army,  and  while  lie 
anti  Jjubert  were  leconnoitiing  .»  dil- 
taut  pait  ot  the  enemy's  line,  Iniornn- 
t*on  was  given  them,  that  Suwarrow 
had  commenced  an  attack  on  their  left 
wing:  for  the  Kuin.m,  having  experi¬ 
enced  how  forniidable  the  Frenc  Ii  were 
when  alfailants,  had  cletei mined  to  an¬ 
ticipate  his  opponent,  and  open  the 
combit.  Joubert,  in  eiuiuition  of  liis 
friend,  tlew  to  the  liotrcit  paitof  the 
battle,  in  order  toencouiage  the  men, 
iin  i  received  a  mo.iai  wound.  'I  hv 
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prefence  of  More.iu,  however,  prevent¬ 
ed  dilm.iy  and  contufion,  and  obvi.atCvi 
the  milchiefs  whicli  might  have  hap¬ 
pened  from  St.  C'yi's  clivilion  beiri 
worlfed.  He,  in  this  c.ifc,  clfeCUvl  I 
ikilful  a  retreat,  .is  elfablilhed  an  opi¬ 
nion,  th.it,  liowevci  he  might  be  ilefe.it- 
eil,  he  coiiUl  never  b*  overcome  even 
by  liiperior  iiumbers. 

Alter  this,  when  Buonaparte  fet  him- 
fclt  up  for  Cliief  Cotilul,  Nloreau  joined 
him,  and  he  palled  the  winter  of  1799 
in  Paris.  In  the  year  iltjj  he  was 
nominaced  to  the  conmund  ot  the  army 
of  r!ie  D.mube  j  and  the  pim  of tfiu 
campaign  is  laid  to  b.*  l.iid  down  by 
hmtielf . 

It  was  int*nded  to  .aCf  with  large 
niullcs  .igiinlt  inferior  luimbeis;  and 
by  a  well  combined  and  conlent.mrou'* 
inovc.'iifnt  (»1  trie  arinies  of  Swilz.*r- 
l.md,  Gerrn.iny,  and  Iiily,  to  tn.1  the 
Conte  d  w  ill  iliv  nptuic-  ot  Vienna. 

.Aconibu  took  pi  ice,  on  the  ^l 
M.ty,  near'  lMullemb>' f,  and  was  reiiew- 
til  the  next  morning,  vvhen  Piince  Jo. 
lepFi,  of  Loriaine,  .it  the  head  of  the 
right  wing  of  the  AiHlrians,  w.as  de¬ 
feated,  and  obliged  to  abandon  the  m:». 
gizines.  Bur  o.i  the  9th  of  the  ia.me 
inondi  the  allies  reteived  l.>  leverr  a 
blow,  th.it  tfiey  weic  o!)liged  to  letiie 
under  the  c.iniion  ot  Ulm. 

File  whole  circle  of  Suabia  was  now 
rubjcv^f  to  French  fwiv,  ;m<l  all  the 
Imperial  magazines  on  the  bank  of  the 
Daiiiibe.it  the  dilpnfa!  of  the  repubi'caii 
.army  ;  and  lluis  ihc  labinet  of  Vienni 
was  itrntk  with  lu  mud)  terror,  as  in- 
dnctif  It  aftei  w.irds  to  accede  to  thole 
huiinii  iting  tci  ms,  which,  as  Moieau 
jiiltiy  tfioiigfi  vaimtm“lv  laid,  **  />ut  jt 
out  of' the  f'Oivcr  of  the  lioufe  of  Aujtr'iu  to 
rt  fu me  hot lil'itiei . '  ’ 

Moieau  was  mdffatigafde  in  his  exer¬ 
tions  ;  ht“  prcp.'ired  to  pals  the  Danube 
between  Umi  and  Don.ni wert,  and  ef- 
fe«ife(i  if,  norvvithltan.ling  an  obltlnatc 
l  eliltance  was  m  ule  by  General  P/taray, 
then  polled  on  the  eeleb'afed  pl.im  of 
Hocliltetf,  or  Bleniitiin.  This  led  to  an¬ 
other  (ign.il  vi.'toiy  in  the  eaily  pnrt  of 
June,  and  enabled  Moreau  to  elt;d>liih 
iiis  licad  (Quarters  .at  Munich:  while  he 
was  afterwards  preparing  for  new  vic¬ 
tories,  news  of  t  he  armiltic?  bjing  ex- 
tem'ed  to  iTerinany  a>i  ived. 

Dining  this  truce,  Moreau  nnrri'dj 
but  m  lixtcen  days  al  u  r,  he  was  obliged 
to  lepair  to  his  lirad-qu  i.''iers  ,  for  as 
the  Frencti  were  not  tJiea  abnt  to  force 
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thf  Auftri^ini  to  a  fcparatc  peace,  they 
<Jeffrmin»'d  to  rerew  the  war. 

He  publilhed  an  n(!(tiers  to  his  army, 
which  waft  the  molt  ininierotis  he  had 
ever  coinmand»‘d.  I  he  Arclidiike  John 
was  now  at  the  head  ot  the  Imperial 
army,  and,  being  iliiihed  at  Tome  par> 
tial  advantages  againit  the  French,  he 
eolleded  all  his  torces,  and  fought  his 
antagonilf.  The  lival  armies  met  on 
the  3d  of  December,  at  Irven  o’clock 
in  the  n.oi  nirg,  between  the  rivers  Her 
and  Inn.-  1  he  action  was  fatal  to  the 
Aufhians.  1  hey  gave  way,  and  the 
French  army  hung  upon  their  tear  with 
Inch  pcrfcverance  r.nd  etfe^>,  that  night 
ale nc  laved  them  from  total  dtlf  1  u6fion. 
7'hu5  the  famous  battle  of  Hoherdtnden 
may  he  laid  to  put  an  end  to  every  hope 
in  the  Court  of  Vienna  of  1  c-e(fabiifhing 
its  affairs  :  the  fate  of  the  empire  hung 
upon  it.  More  than  eighteen  thoufand 
prifoners,  and  one  hundred  pieces  of 
C'annon  taken,  fwclled  the  trophies  of 
this  brave  and  fortunate  Cieneral.  'J'hc 
French  army  in  Italy  being  equally 
fuccelsful.  the  Aulfrian  monarchy  tot¬ 
tered  to  its  bafe.  It  was  menaced  by 
Moreau  witliin  fifty  miles  of  Vienna  ; 
and  three  other  power ful  Generals  were 
ninurit  near.  Under  thefc  ulirins, 
tire  Aulliian  Cabinet  propclcd  an  ar. 
mill  ice,  which  was  made  conclufivc, 
bv  Mor  e  ill  r  equiring  for  its  halis, 
that  the  Tyrol  ihould  he  wholly  eva- 
cuarctf,  arui  the  tortrelfcs  of  Bruneau 
and  Wuitzburgh  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  French. 

Moreau  has  been  greailv  efteemed 
for  hrs  condu6f  upon  occafrons  where 
towns  and  places  have  fallen  into  his 
ftaiuis,  from  the  enemy  having  been 
forcer!  liiddenly  to  evaemte  them.  The 
unfortunate  inhabit.ints,  thus  abandon¬ 
ed,  whole  caule  had  been  proteded  by 
the  .-allied  armies,  or  Iiad  been  dravsn  in 
to  adopt  the  lentlrnent  of  this  country, 
conlidrred  ihemftlves  as  expoled  to  the 
\engr.arce  or  given  up  to  the  genero- 
fity  of  the  conqueror.  1  he\ ,  how¬ 
ever,  never  experienced  the  ill  trcai- 
menf  they  apprehended.  Moreau  was 
found  to  he  generous  in  vic^for  v. 

'I  hus  we  have  cornpreflVd  in  a  few- 
paves  the  life  of  one  of  the  inoft  diftin- 
gtiiil.ed  of  modern  Generals,  upon 
which  volumes  might  be  written  with 
inter  elf ,  .and  read  with  eagernels. 

After  his  toilfomc  campaigns,  Mo¬ 
reau  ptrrchafcd  the  elfate  of  Birras, 
who  had  l>een  exiled  rn  Bruifels  j  and 
at  Groibois  (hclorging  formerly  to 


Louis  XVTIl,)  he  nas  enjoying  the 
company  of  the  beloved  of  his  heart, 
when  the  jealoufy  of  the  Corfican 
ufutper  found  caufc  to  fufpeft  him 
of  holding  fenlimcnts  iinf.svoiirable  to 
his  elevation.  He  therefore  procured 
him  to  be  implicated  in  a  plot,  for 
which  he  has  been  arrellcd,  confined, 
tried,  and  found  guilty.  He  has,  how¬ 
ever,  cfcaped  with  his  life,  and  has  lince 
been  exiled  to  the  United  States. 

To  form  a  judgment  of  the  charge 
againit  him,  the  fcllowing  letter  will 
thiovv  fuflicient  light  : — 

Authentic  Letter  of  General  Moreau  to  thf 
FirJ}  ConfuL 

“  'The  TtmfUt  May  7. 

**  It  is  now  rear  a  month  fince  I 
have  been  detained  as  an  accomplice  of 
Georges  and  of  Pichegiii,  and  I  am 
perhaps  deltined  to  appear  btfoic  the 
Tribunals,  and  vindicate  rnylclf  from 
the  charge  of  confpiracy  againll  the 
Stare,  and  againit  its  Chief  Magil- 
liate. 

“  I  was  fat  from  expecting,  that  after 
having  palled  through  the  Revolution 
and  the  War  free  from  the  llightelt 
reproacli  of  incivifm  or  ambition,  (and 
more  elpecially  after  having  been  at  the 
head  of  great  and  vi^toricns  armiej, 
which  would  have  given  me  the  means 
of  fatlsfying  luch  paflions  if  1  pollefled 
them.)  that  It  would  beat  the  moment 
when  I  was  living  in  private  life,  only 
engaged  with  my  family,  and  only  feeing 
a  very  (mall  circle  of  friends,  that  I 
could  be  acculed  of  luch  an  aCt  of  mad  • 
nefs.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  iny 
former  connexion  with  Gen.  Pichegru 
has  been  the  motive  of  my  accufation. 

“  Before  I  fpeak  of  my  jultification, 
permit  me,  General,  to  trace  this  con¬ 
nexion  to  its  fourcc,  and  I  doubt  not 
but  you  will  be  convinced,  that  the  con- 
nexions  fivhich  one  may  keep  up  nvith  (ui  old 
friend y  and  a  man  f'jcho  has  been  Jormtriy 
one's  Commander y  however  divided  in 
opinion,  and  however  attached  to  differ¬ 
ent  furtiesy  are  far  from  being  crimi¬ 
nal. 

“  General  Pichegni  took  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  Army  of  the  North  at  the 
beginning  of  the  lecond  year  of  the 
Republic.  I  had  been  then,  for  fix 
months,  a  General  of  Brigade,  .and 
fomclimes  dlfchargcd  the  funifions  of 
Genet  a)  of  Divilion.  Pleafed  with 
fome  fucceffes  of  mine,  and  with  fome 
milit.uy  difpofitions,  he  foon  obtained 
for  me  that  rank,  the  «lutics  of  w  hich  1 
at  that  time  dlfchargcd. 


“  In

“  III  fiitfrlng  upon  fhpcampaivrn,  he 
pave  me  the  comunmJ  ot  h.ilK  the 
armv,  and  confiiltil  to  me  ihc  molt 
iaipoitaru  operations. 

“  'l\vo  months  before  tlic  end  of  the 
campaign,  liis  ill  health  obliged  him  to 
abfent  himlclf  from  the  Army.  The 
Government  then,  upon  his  rcquelt, 
entniUc*d  me  to  hnilh  the  conque.t  of 
Dutch  Brabant  and  Guelderlaiul.  After 
the  winter's  campaign,  which  made  us 
inaders  of  the  rell  of  Holland,  he  went 
to  the  Army  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  and 
marked  me  as  his  fuCcclFor  j  and  the 
National  Convention  entrulted  me  with 
the  command  which  he  then  religncd. 
A  yeai  after,  I  replaced  him  at  the 
Army  of  the  Rhine  ;  lie  was  called  up  , 
to  the  Legiflative  Bo<ly,  and  our  cor- 
refiiondepce  was  no  longer  frequent. 

“  In  rlie  fliort  campaign  of  the  5th 
year,  we  took  the  Papers  belonging^  to 
the  Etat  Major  of  the  enemy,  riiey 
then  brought  me  a  quantity  of  papers, 
which  Geneial  Deftix,  who  was  then 
wounded,  amufed  himfclf  with  reading. 
It  appeared  by  this  correfpondence, 
that  (jcneral  Pichegru  had  been  in  cor- 
refpondence  ‘ivitb  the  French  Princes.  Tliis 
dilcovery  gave  us  much  uneailnefs,  but 
to  mi  more  particularly.  We  agreed  to 
Ivt  It  relt  in  olilivion.  Pichegru  in  the 
Legillative  Body  had  lefs  means  of 
luiiting  the  common  caufe,  as  Peace 
was  their  ruin.  I  took  precaution, 
however,  for  the  fafety  of  the  army 
againlf  that  fyltem  of  efpionei^e  which 
might  have  ruinetl  it.  The  refearches 
that  1  made,  and  the  decyphenng  of 
this  corrcrpondence,  have  placed  all 
thofe  pieces  in  *.he  hands  of  fcveral  per- 
ions. 

“  The  events  of  tlie  i8th  FruiHIdor 
were  then  announced,  and  tlie  public 
anxiety  was  very  great  :  in  confequence 
ot  which,  two  O.^icers,  who  njcere  in¬ 
formed  of  il'is  corrtjfondence^  prevailed 
upon  me  to  inform  the  Government  of  it, 
and  gave  me  to  underltand  that  it 
had  begun  to  be  pretty  public,  and 
that  at  Stralburgh  they  were  already 
prepaiing  to  intorm  the  Diicifory  of 
It. 

“  I  WPS  a  Public  FunCfionary,  and  I 
could  no  longer  keep  filcnt  ;  but  with¬ 
out  addrelhng  mylclf  direCfly  to  the 
Government,  I  informed  the  Dire3or 
Barlhclcmy,  confidentially ^  ofit,  begging 
of  him,  at  the  fame  time,  to  give  me 
his  advice,  and  informing  him  that 
thofe  pieces,  although  undoubtedly 
tuthcQtic,  could  not  bt  proved  in  a 


Court'  of  JufUce,  as  they  were  not 

figned,  and  iiioitly  in  cyphers. 

“  My  letter  arrived  in  Paris  a  very 
fliort  time  after  Ciiiz-n  Bi-fheltiuy 
had  been  arrcited  \  and  the  Dlrewtory, 
to  whom  it  was  lent,  denvamied  from 
me  the  papers  which  it  made  mention 
of. 

“  Pichegru  then  went  toCiyenne, 
and  from  thence  to  Germany  ami  Eng¬ 
land,  without  my  having  any  correl- 
poiuience  with  him.  Some  time  after 
the  Peace  with  England,  M.  David, 
uncle  to  General  Souhan,  (who  had 
palTcd  a  year  with  him  at  the  Army 
of  the  Nortli,)  inlormcd  me  that  Gene¬ 
ral  Pichegru  was  one  of  thofe  binilhed 
in  Fru6fidor,  and  that  he  wasaltoiiilhcd 
at  hearing  that  it  nvas  from  my  oppofition 
alone  that  you  refilled  to  permit  his 
leturn  to  France.  I  replietl  to  M. 
D.ivid,  that  fo  far  from  oppoling  his 
return,  I  (hould  make  it  my  bulinefs 
to  folicit  for  him  this  permiifion.  He 
ftiewed  this  letter  to  fome  perfons,  and 
1  have  learned  that  the  demand  was 
politlvely  made  to  you. 

“  Some  time  after  M.  David  wrote 
to  me,  *  that  he  had  applied  to  Piche¬ 
gru  to  demand  of  you  directly  to  be 
erafeil  from  the  lilt}  but  that  lie  had 
anfwered,  that  he  would  not  make  the 
dennnd,  unlefs  he  was  cci  t.iin  that  it 
would  be  complied  witli }’  that,  more¬ 
over,  he  delired  him  to  thank  me  for 
the  anlwer  1  had  given,  and  to  alfure 
me,  that  he  had  never  luppofed  me 
cap.dile  of  ading  in  the  manner  that 
was  imputed  to  me  ;  rliat  he  even  knew, 
that  in  the  alt’alr  of  the  Correfpen  Unce  of 
Klin^lin  I  had  been  placed  in  a  mojl  deli* 
eate Jituation.  M,  David  wrote  me  three 
or  four  more  unimportant  letters  on 
this  fubjedf .  Alter  his  arrcll,  he  wrote 
to  me  to  take  fome  (teps  In  his  fivour. 
I  was  very  lorry  that  the  dillancc  be¬ 
tween  me  and  the  Government  pic- 
Tcnted  me  from  giving  fome  liglits  to 
your  jultice  in  this  refpedt,  and  I  do 
not  doubt  but  it  would  liave  been 
eafy  'to  have  removed  that  prejudice 
which  had  been  given  you  upon  this 
I'ubjcdf. 

**  I  no  longer  heard  Pichegru  fpokeri 
of,  except  indiredUy,  and  by  perfons 
whom  tlie  war  obliged  to  return  to 
France.  From  that  epoch  to  the  pre- 
lent  moment,  during  the  two  cam¬ 
paigns  in  Germany,  and  llnce  the 
peace,  there  have  been  diltant  over¬ 
tures  made  to  me,  to  kne^  whether  it 
was  poflTible  to  prevail  on  me  to  enter 
K  1  into 
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into  corrrrponcience  with  tlic  French 
Prlncrs.  1  conlidereH  thefe  piopol.ils 
io  riiilciiloiii,  tlui  I  did  not  even  make 
any  anlwcr. 

As  to  the  a6\u:il  confplracy,  I  can 
equally  atfirtn,  tiiat  1  am  tar  troin  hav¬ 
ing  the  Icalt  Ihaie  in  it.  I  conftls  even 
that  1  am  at  a  lo<s  to  conceive  how  a 
handlul  of  individuals,  dirper(c«l,  could 
hope  to  change  the  tace  ot  the  Itatc, 
and  to  rcltoie  unon  the  t hi  one  a  family 
that  the  toinh: ned  efforts  ot  all  Eu¬ 
rope,  ami  of  civil  war,  could  not  luc- 
cted  in  ic.'toiinq  ;  or  how  it  c.an  be 
fuppofed,  ll'.at  1  could  l)e  to  v«»id  of 
rcaion,  as  to  jain  in  fuch  a  i)lan,  by 
which  1  fliould  lok*  the  wl'.olc  truil 
of  iny  labours,  which  would  only  in 
hitit  cite  draw  upon  me  continual  rc- 
pi  oai hes. 

“  I  icpe.al  it  to  yovi,  General,  that 
whatever  propofition  was  m.ide  lo  me, 

I  have  rtjecled  liom  opinion,  and  al¬ 
ways  coulidcred  it  the  grcaied  tolly  j 
and  when  it  has  been  leprttcMired  to 
me,  that  the  dunces  of  the  invalion  of 
England  were  tavouiable  to  a  change 
uf  Ciuvci nment,  I  leplittl,  that  the  Se- 
n  »tc  was  the  authority  huiiuI  which  all 
Fienchmen  would  unite  In  rale  ot  trou¬ 
ble,  aiul  tliat  1  would  be  ihc  firil  to  obey 
its  orders. 

**  Such  overtures  male  to  me,  an 
intnlatcd  individual,  (who  had  not  cho- 
fen  to  preferve  any  ci>nnc*\lon,  either 
in  the  army,  of  which  nine-tenths  had 
ferved  under  my  ordei  ,  or  with  any 
contt itmtd  authority,  )  V  Oi.  M  obtain  no 
Other  intwcr  than  a  leiii'.M. 

“  1  he  part  of  givinj  Into  ination  to 
G  ivcinmcnt  was  lenugii.iut  to  my  cha¬ 
racter  j  an  ofice  wh:c.h  is  always- jmlged 
of  feverely  j  it  becom*s  odio'M,  and 
iTU’kcd  With  the  ful  of  rej  robalion, 
.againtt  the  man  who  is  guilty  of  it 
with  refpcfl  to  pertons  to  wtiom  he 
owes  gratitude,  and  with  whom  he 
has  had  Ion:;  habits  of  friend diip. — 
Duty  even  may  fometimes  yield  to 
the  cry  of  public  opinion. 

“  This,  General,  is  what  I  have  to 
r.iy  as  to  my  connexion  with  Piche- 
grn  j  it  will  fiircly  convince  you,  that 
very  f.ilte  and  lutly  conclufions  have 
been  drawn  from  affions  wliicli,  ihougli 
erhaps  imprudent,  were  very  far  from 
eingcrimin.il}  and  I  have  no  doubt, 
but  tbit  if,  by  your  authority,  I  had 
been  alked  for  explanations  on  ihofc 
points,  which  I  would  have  very  readily 
given,  it  would  have  faved  you  the 
regret  of  ordering  my  detention,  and 


me  the  humiliation  of  being  Impt'ifon- 
ed,  and,  perhaps,  obliged  to  go  befor? 
the  Tiibunal,  and  fay  tii.it  I  am  not  a 
confpirator,  .ind  to  appeal,  in  fupport 
of  this  vindic.uion,  to  the  uniform 
probity  of  my  life  for  the  lait  twenty- 
five  ycirs  ;  and  to  the  lervices  which  I 
have  tendered  to  the  country.  I  will 
not  ipcukof  thole,  General  j  1  can  lay, 
liiey  are  not  yet  clfaced  from  your 
memory  }  but  1  will  lecal  to  your  rc- 
collei^tion,  that  if  ever  the  tlcfire  of 
t.iking  part  in  the  Government  of 
Fiance  had  been  the  aim  of  my  ambi¬ 
tion  and  of  my  lervices,  the  cover  was 
open  to  me  in  the  molt  advantageous 
in.annet  before  your  return  from  Egypt, 
ami  lurtiy  you  have  not  forgotten  the 
dilintci eltednefs  with  which  1  leconded 
you  on  tlie  iSth  of  Brum.iiie.  Knt. 
Okies  have  kept  us  at  a  dlltance  lince 
that  time.  It  is  with  much  regret  tii.it 
I  lind  mylelf  compelled  to  Ipeak  of 
luyfelf  or  of  my  lervices  j  but  at  a  time 
when  I  am  accuftd  of  beikig  tlie  accom¬ 
plice  of  thole  who  are  only  conlidered 
as  a6ting  under  the  guidance  of  Eng¬ 
land,  pci  haps  1  fliall  have  to  defend 
mv^clt  from  the  fnares  which  that  Power 
niiy  prepare  againll  me.  I  have  fclf- 
love  enough  to  luppole,  that  England 
may  judge  of  the  evil  which  I  am  Itill 
capable  of  doing  her,  by  what  1  have 
already  done. 

“  If,  General,  I  can  gain  your  full 
attention,  then  1  lhall  have  no  doubt  of 
your  jnllice. 

“  1  Ih.iil  await  your  dccifion  on  my 
fate  with  the  calm  of  innocence,  but 
not  without  the  iineafinels  of  feeing 
that  thofe  enemies  which  are  always 
altraite*!  by  celebrity  have  tiiumphed.

MADAM, 

CAN  no  longer  defer  my  tlianks  for 
the  great  entertainment  which  your 
letters  have  atforded.  They  are  worthy 
of  far  greater  praifes  than  what  Doctor 
Watts  has  beltowed  upon  them;  be- 
caulc  they  will  not  only  improve  the 
young  but  the  old  alfo.  The  language 
is  delicate,  the  tlroughts  fine,  and  the 
deferiptions  beautiful.  Monfieur  de 
Fenelon  would  have  had  vaft  plcafure 
in  reading  them,  even  though  he  had 
the  mortification  to  find  himleif  out¬ 
done.  All  Enyl  rnd  is  therefore  obliged 
to  you,fince  I  am  fnrewhen  I  have  the 
plealure  to  meet  yo\i  and  Monlieurde 
Cambray  in  the  Klyfian  fields,  he'll 
fonfcis  hiinfelt  vaiujuilhed,  and  refign 
the  lawrtll  to  you.  J.etters  are  much 
wanted  in  our  language.  The  Fiench 
are  in  the  other  cxtietne,  and  have  too 
many.  Lady  li.uiford  and  you,  Ma¬ 
dam,  are  able  to  lupply  our  wants, 
without  going  any  furtlier  :  1  liope, 
therefore,  that  this  is  not  to  he  the 
only  volume  you  will  make  publlck  ; 
It  is  a  duty  incumbent  upon  thofe  that 
write  well,  to  inlti  u<!:t  and  improve  man¬ 
kind.  An  excellent  pen  ought  never 
to  be  idle;  but  Lady  Hartford  has  an 
excufe,  which  you  are  ib  h.ippy  not 
to  have  ;  I  have  often  wondered,  when 
I  Ifave  (ecn  very  fine  pertormances  of 
hers,  how  (he  finds  lime  to  write  at  all ;

Mr.  Duncontbc  (hall  have  the  letter 
by  the  next  pi>d,  and  your  commands 
about  .Mr.  Rowe’s  pv)ems  (hall  be  molt 
pundUially  obeyed  ;  but  give  me  leave 
again  to  (hy,  tliey  ought  to  be  made 
pubiick  ;  VVe  are  commauilcd  to  make 
our  good  actions  Ihinc  fo  conipicuous 
to  the  world,  tint  our  Creator  may  be 
glorified  by  them.  Ail  writings,  there- 
tore,  that  tend  to  the  encouragement 
of  virtue  and  morality,  ought  to  be 
publidicd;  fince  I  believe  nunc  arc 
lupprcU'ed  that  tend  to  vice  and  im¬ 
morality.  We  lee  too  often  the  very 
brighteif  Geniufes  join  in  t!fc  dcllruc- 
tion  of  Religion,  I.iberty,  and  Truth. 
Few,  very  few,  are  the  examples  to  the 
contrary.  Such  as  they  are,  let  them 
be  known  ;  when  wc  arc  (ure  our  caufe 
is  right,  wc  need  not  be  alhamed  to 
appear  in  it.  hut  I'll  trouble  you  no 
more  on  a  fubjc6d  upon  which  1  (poke 
iny  ientiments  freely  the  other  night. 

I  am  very  happy  to  find  mylelf  of 
your  opinion  as  t(»  paiticular  S^ftyr.  I 
liave  never  had  any  great  re-ilh  tor  it. 
It  may  be  want  ot  talte,  but  it  is  a  lalte 
I  would  chufc  to  be  without.  As  far  33 
Raillery  will  go  I'll  attend  it ;  bun 
ferioiis  cutting  invectives  yield  me  no 
kind  of  plealure — 1  his  is  a  Iccrcr,  for 
1  dare  not  ov\'n  my  Ifupidity. 

What  Ihall  I  lay  to  you,  M.adaro, 
for  writing  this  Jong  letter  \  Am  na(  I

T  CANNOT  but  coiutrive  it  an  egregious 
error  ill  thole  fiaveilcrs,  wh.)  have 
attributed  bulMealls,  or  ainphitlicati  i* 
cal  cntei talninciirs,  in  Spain,  to  the 
Moors,  and  ItiUd  them  tiie  bai lurous 
relief  ol  their  tullont<.  It  was  not  tiil 
lotig  after  the  (  hriirtan  aua,  that  Gib- 
laltar  was  tirll  cttnqnercd  by  Tatick, 
ihe  famous  leader  of  the  African  ad¬ 
venturers  i  but  this  piailice  can  be 
traced  to  epochs  long  Jiefore  that  pc- 
litid  from  which  we  now  date  \  of  con- 
Icquence,  if  it  is  an  exotic  ciiltotn, 
they  Dill  It  owe  its  otigin  to  the  cun* 
quell  of  the  Romans,  or  the  imitation 
of  their  European  nrlghboui  s.  It  can¬ 
not  be  denied  that  the  Spaniards  letain 
to  this  day  many  reniaiiu  of  Moorifh 
cultonis  .and  inaniuis;  and  it  would, 
pt  iliaps,  be  moic  to  their  credit  if  they 
retained  nioic}  for  if  we  may  judge 
from  the  inoniuncnts  the  litter  have 
left  behind  them,  they  polIVired  the 
mod  vtluable  ideas  ol  archittdture,  till¬ 
ing,  draining,  watering,  and  laying-nut 
grounds;  which  once  made  the  now 
rude  plains  of  Grenada  a  perfei^l  gar¬ 
den,  ;iiid  beaiitilicd  them  beyond  our 
moil  romantic  ideas  of  an  Ely  hum  $ 
blit  amidd  all  their  fplcndour  aiul 
dreams  of  dcar-boiiph.t  happinefs, 
amidd  the  gaieties  of  a  liobadil’s  reign, 
they  did  not  prailile  fighting  hulls; 
for  their  enlertninments  conliHed  of 
hunting,  fears  of  the  fwoid,  c  lub,  and 
liner,  wrcdling,  A*c.,  at  whiib  their 
jealous  difpofitions  did  lu  t  luHVi  their 
women  often  to  be  prrfcn*,  llie  very 
foul  ol  the  exercife  under  our  c.mfide'-- 
aticn  ;  not  i?  it  the  theme  of  any  of  the 


Spanidi  writers  of  romance,  who  have 
handed  down  to  us  their  cultoms.  I’lic 
many  remains  of  Ituinan  architei^tuic  in 
Spain,  the  circular  and  oval  loniis  of 
places  built  for  exhibitions  of  this  kind, 
together  with  the  cells,  vomitoria,  po¬ 
dia,  Irats,  and  other  yet  viiilde  ruins, 
evince  to  ns,  that  thole  conquerors  of 
what  they  called  the  Froa/incia  CuntcuU:^ 
ris  not  only  fpread  the  glory  ol  their 
arms  amongit  this  newly- lubjugated 
people,  but  celebrated  their  viCloiies 
byiiiumplul  aiclics,  and  ihofe  pub¬ 
lic  exhibitions  which  were  common 
amongd  thcinlelves.  Few  Roman  hif- 
torians  have  mentioned  the  amphithca- 
fiical  games;  and  the  early  annals  of 
the  church  are  tilled  with  the  mention 
of  vi6limsthat  were  (  xpoledbcjth  to  the 
contumely  of  the  mob  and  the  allanlts 
of  the  lion  and  the  tiger,  whillt  their 
liberty  and  pardon  were  the  rewards  of 
liieir  courage.  I  his  was  a  favourite 
punilhiueiit  for  tlicir  criminals,  and  at 
once  evinces  to  us,  that  theic  mailers 
of  the  worhl,  ol  learning,  and  ol  renown, 
iiad  only  advanced  .a  few  removes  be¬ 
yond  barbaiilm.  Legiflatioii  afterwards 
altertil  this  pr.i^lice,  and  the  combat¬ 
ants  were  either  hired,  or  ferved  as 
volunteers.  We  arc  then  only  at  a  lols 
how  to  account  for  bulls  being  pitched 
upon  as  the  tortured  ubjti^t  of  this 
pra^lice,  which  is  ealily  done,  when'we 
cuiifider  the  dilhculty  and  expenle  of 
obtaining  the  lion  •  and  the  tiger  alive, 
p.uticulai  ly  after  the  Moorifh  conquell, 
when  the  Spaniards  had  only  a  partial 
accei's  to  the  (bores  of  Africa,  and  when 
they  hail  (uch  ferocious  heads  on  their 
own  plains,  which  would  alFord  nearly 
an  eijiial  difplay  of  courage,  without 
tliat  excels  of  danger. 

In  tracing  this  praflicc,  for  the  in- 
lormatiun  ol  my  readers,  1  Oiall  be  ex¬ 
plicit  and  corieA.  Formerly  the  moll 
valiant  Captains  of  the  Lufitanian  bands 
entered  tlie  lilts  in  this  ferocious  com¬ 
bat.  Alter  conquering  the  Saracen,  a 
Gonfalvo,  a  Lara,  wielded  the  fpcarand 


•  The  lion  and  tiger  to  this  day  form 
part  of  the  tiilnitc  ol  the  dependent 
Keys  in  Africa  ;  ard  the  bagnios  and 
flue  piilons  arc  peopled  with  thefc 
lavage  rangcis  ol  the  wild,  but  only 
for  Ihew  ;  and  to  the  fhccktng  toriurt 
of  evciy  Ircling  of  humanity,  they  aic 
made  the  inmates  of  (he  wretched  and 
equally  fettcied  (lave,  who  is  ullcn  def* 
lined  to  be  their  keeper.

their  recompence  was  the  finilc  of  ap¬ 
probation  from  their  favourite  fair-one. 

1  he  grcatell  meiit  in  her  eyes  was 
coi.Ma<;r,  ami  the  greateft  bond  in  love 
was  the  contempt  ot  danger  Arrayed 
in  the  Icarf  iluir  niifticires  had  embroi¬ 
dered,  it  was  their  pride  to  (hew  their 
familiarity  with  (cenesof  peril,  and  the 
lengths  to  which  they  would  go  for 
ohjetMs  incompaiably  more  deferving. 
I'his  I'pirit  was  follered  by  their  Gene¬ 
rals  :  it  made  their  hearts  martial,  and 
counteiai‘‘ted  the  ineit  languor  anil  in- 
itlivity  of  the  camp.  Not  Inch  the 
prefent  champions :  their  priltine  no- 
hleiiels  is  lied  j  they  are  hir  elings,  and 
thvi  traits  ol  their  cuui'agc  arc  Iciotlous 
and  burcher-like. 

'I'he  days  cholcn  for  this  fport  arc 
generally  the  .tnniveiiaiics  of  fomc 
laints,  with  which  the  calendar  is 
tilled  ;  but  in  the  great  cities,  during 
the  (calon.it  may  be  leen  three  times  a 
week.  No  looricr  is  the  day  fixed  on 
for  this  exhibition,  than  the  nev/s  is 
eagerly  (pread,  ainl  eleCdrities  every 
clats  w'ltlr  joy.  'Fhe  topic  becomes 
genci~al,  every  countenance  exults  in 
the  glad  tirlings,  and  old  and  young, 
equally  joyous,  anticipate  the  (cenc. 
1‘tom  all  parts  they  crowil  to  the  Ipot  j 
neither  diltance  nor  penury  withholds 
them  ;  ami  if  government  and  the  po¬ 
lice  of  the  individual  cities  had  not 
fixed  I'elli'iciions  to  ihcle  games,  the 
fit  Ids  woiiM  rcMuain  untilled,  and  the 
grapes  ungathered. 

J  lie  bulls  irrtended  for  tlie  day’s 
fport  are  brought  into  the  city  in  the 
night,  when  the  (Ireets  arc  enip’.y,  by 
means  ot  a  raf*»e  ox  or  cow,  which  itrve 
vs  decoys.  'I'hey  are  pent  up  in  fepa- 
latc  cells,  fo  I'niall  that  they  have  not 
loom  to  turn,  and  with  their  heads  to 
the  arena.  They  arc  here  goaded, and 
rendered  furious  by  every  artificial 
means. 

Already  Is  the  amplritheatrc  crowded 
by  an  ininrenie  concoiii  (e,  impatient 
for  the  (ignal  to  begin.  Perhaps  not  a 
fght  in  nature  is  equal  to  tins  of  the 
thronged  fpe«5fators,  clothed  in  all  tl.e 
gaieties  and  luxuries  of  drefs,  filling 
the  progreflively  riling  feats,  and  almolt 
frantic  with  pleafurc.  U'he  eye,  eni.ip- 
tured,  meamres  its  favourite  circle, 
rowrson  rows  at  once  fwell  the  grateful 
focus,  and  pleafVd  the  vifiul  orb  ii"- 
dulges  in  the  fcenc.  The  men  are 
clothed  in  tlicir  fhort  cut  jackets,  load¬ 
ed  with  lunumcrable  rows  of  button*  n 


io  majo ;  with  br  oad  brimmed  hats,  or 
I'inall  high  velvet  caps  i  their  hair  con- 
tiuird  within  .a  filken  net,  and  cloaks  of 
black  or  fcarlet  half  envelope  their 
fliouidcrs.  riie  women,  whole  general 
llrect  attii  e  is  black,  now  appear  decked 
in  all  tire  Dicwy  contiait  of  colours,  gay 
bunches  of  ribbons  ornament  their  jec 
black  hair  ;  th.e  1  it.  hell  mantles  Hovr 
down  their  comely  waills,  over  a  Ihorl 
liinged  petticoat,  and  at  once  give  to 
view  forms  the  molt  divine,  without 
hiding  thuf'e  foul-enlivening  eyes  and 
animated  countenances  which  allnie, 
cm  apt  lire,  ami  command.  Codly  fans 
produce  an  iirtlticially  cool  atmofphcre, 
and  with  great  U-^hetc  */<*  main  ferve 
falutc  llieir  diilaiit  fi  lends.  Kcfrcfhing 
drinks  and  cakes  of  every  kind  are 
handed  about  liy  their  .ittendants  ; 
h.iiidbills  announce  the  particulars  of 
the  entertainment,  and  the  diiieieut 
colon leil  rlblions  that  areaflixcd  to  the 
bulls'  manes,  to  ilenotc  their  race,  pro¬ 
geny,  and  from  whence  brought.  A 
gay  dilpl.iy  of  flags  wave  on  the  tops  ot 
the  baCilcnicnts  ;  ami  when  at  war  witK 
any  nation,  they  fix  tlicirs,  r  evet  led, 
in  the  molt  coiirpiciious  place.  Phe 
lliouts  of  tlic  gay  muliitude,  and  the 
fwitr-winged  rockets  that  hreak  high 
ill  air,  announce  the  approach  of  the 
hour,  generally  four  in  the  afiernoon. 
'I'hc  fignal  trumpet  Iviunds  ;  a  compiny 
of  fbldiers,  witli  a  lively  hand  of  malic, 
enters  at  the  g.itcs,  and,  atlf  lorining 
into  a  line,  clears  the  arena  ot  its  num¬ 
bers.  One  of  them  is  then  plac<*d  at 
each  ot  the  little  lerclies,  nude  atfmall 
diilances  in  the  inn  *  paliiailo,  am!  fui  • 
ficient  to  ailnilt  the  boily  of  the  com¬ 
batants,  for  w!io!c  lately  they  arc  in¬ 
tended. 

'Pile  Cfoveinor  next  appears,  and  the 
Minillers  of  i'ldicc  arc  leited  nearly 
over  tlie  place  where  the  bull:,  ai  e  coii- 
fined.  I'wt)  irumpeleis  hand  behind 
them,  and  under  their  dlieOian  the 
feait  iscondiuted.  Kvery  thing  in  rca- 
diiitls,  four-  ih.unpions  in  UifFerent 
colouretl  dreh  j  enter  the  arma  on 
liorltliack,  rlieir  legs  and  tliighi  arc 
calcd  in  tough  Icatlitr,  in  their  t  ight 
h.Uids  they  bear  a  long  allien  lance 
ripped  with  .a  (mail  piece  ol  iron,  and 
with  th'ir  left  dcxtroufly  manage  their 
hertit.  They  prance  galiy  along  the 
circle,  make  their  devoiis  to  the  ijo- 
vcinor,  prelidents  ot  tlie  fealf,  ami 
t  heir  individual  patrons  an*.!  protestor  s. 
1  hey  tlicn  lange  tin  mlelves  according 
to  tlteii  incill  o]  llis  firlt  ctll, 
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iVofii  wliicli  lij;  bull  is  expcfled  to 
iJluc  ;  but  on  tfic  Itff,  as  the  aniinril 
troin  makes  his  attack  on  tiiat 

lidr.  A  trumpet  again  (bunds,  a  trap- 
lioor  is  railed,  and  (oiih  rnfhcs  the  bcl- 
h»  vmg  monlter,  adonilhed,  eniagcd, 
^.id  trantic  with  hunger  and  (leqncnt 
goadings.  With  im^setuous  on(ct  he 
lulhri  on  the  prcparcti  hoilenun,  who 
w'ilh  his  Iincc  repel*  him  to  the  right 
or  left  ol  his  hoi  (c.  7'he  Iccond  cham¬ 
pion  ilirn  ((dlows,  invites  him  to  com¬ 
bat,  and  recti ves  him  in  tlie  lame  way. 
'1  he  grcatclt  drength  ami  dexterity  are 
evinced  in  thefe  (iequent  onfets  j  but 
it  often  happens,  that  the  greater  fnii- 
cnsltrcngtl)  ol  the  horned  over¬ 

turns  botli  liorir  and  rider,  and  lays 
both  promifeuourty  in  the  diili.  hoih 
then  often  (hare  the  iVaniic  revenge  of 
the  anirriul,  and  arc  pi omiicuoully  torn 
with  his  horns,  not withlianding  the 
efforts  oT  the  others  to  get  him  away 
ami  ilivcrt  him  on  anotlier  fide.  He 
often  buries  his  towci  ing  .antlers  in  the 
boilifs  of  l)oth,  throws  their  (hattcred 
iimbs  in  tlic  air,  and  (frews  them  on 
the  area.  More  freqncntiv  the  rider 
elcapes  by  the  recedes  in  the  palifido, 
ami  letnt  ns  remounted  w  ith  frefh  cou- 
rage  to  provoke  b.attle.  It  is  not  un- 
silu.d  for  one  Imllto  kill  (cveral  horlesj 
but  thc!e  animals,  particularly  in  An- 
dalulia,  ai e  lo  noble,  th.at  with  their 
entrails  ihagging  on  the  gr.mml,  they 
face  tlic  tc'rfiiretl  and  by  their 

neighing  and  Inoiiing  (cem  to  enjoy 
the  (port,  although  not  trained  to  it. 
Miouid  Mrey prove  ref t.S(5foi y,  the  riders 
cover  tlieii  eyes  wiili  a  !i mdkerchief, 
that  theymtyhe  unconlc. intis  of  tlieir 
ilangcr ;  though  (iu  h  i*  the  courage 
and  nolrlc  fpuit  of  this  domcific  ani- 
ni.al,  that  tins  is  ftldom  neceliaiy;  but 
it  is  gi  at  ing  to  every  feeling  of  human¬ 
ity,  tint  the  end  of  this  rirlf  of  heads 
ihould  be  tints  perverted  by  pr.icfires 
f.»  cruel.  After  a  round  of  feats  cd 
tins  kind,  equally  horrid  and  difgud- 
ing,  the  trumpet  .again  founds,  .and  the 
burfemen  retire.  I’hc  femt  comb.it.ints 
then  come  forth,  giilv  ditlfcd,  and 
c-ach  bearing  a  pdr  of  darts  in  his 
bailees.  \N  ith  thcle  they  provoke  tlic 
fniious  animal  to  b.ittlc,  and  when  he 
puts  down  h’s  be.td  in  an  attitude  to 
tear  them  with  his  horn«,  they  dex- 
tioudy  dick  the  barbed  darts  behind 
bts  neck,  and  cva.le  his  horns  l>v  flip, 
t  ing  aiide.  'I  t,eic  jlkiitos  u  fie  crowd 
aiOiind  h’ n,  wound  Inrn  byinrefl  cnt 
r.aifs,  when  hr  g.Kw  near  ti»c  leal* 


he  receives  Ibowers  of  fmall  ones  from 
the  people.  In  the  tops  of  thcle  darts, 
gaily  ornamented  with  coloured  papti , 
fire-works  are  lixed,  which,  w'htn  the 
match  burns  down,  explode  with  Irt- 
qiicnt  crackings.  He  hands  with  an 
alpeft  of  rage  and  tenor.  His  llaming 
eyes  dart  arouncf  ihe  circle,  lie  Ictk-* 
c/bjedfs  to  fate  his  lagCj  they  evade 
him,  the  place  rclounds  witli  bon  id 
bellow’ingf,  Itreams  of  red  fioth  illue 
from  bis  mouth  and  nolliils,  he  p.aws 
the  blood-lfained  gioiind,  ami  in  vain 
fh.ikes  iiis  lidcsaml  neck  to  dillodge  tlie 
galling  load.  Furious  from  rage  and 
pain,  he  boumls  acrofs  the  arena,  at¬ 
tempts  to  climb  the  pallilado,  and 
wreak  his  revenge  on  tvciy  oppoliiig 
object.  Fierpiently  he  catclici  them 
on  his  horms,  but  generally  from  their 
great  agility  they  elcape,  and  be  only 
bears  away  in  tiiiimpli  pan  of  the  jed 
garment  witii  which  he  bad  been  pro¬ 
voked  and  deceived.  1  liave  letn  one 
of  tbeic  combat.ants  hani  pi  elltd  by  tlic 
enraged  bull,  and  appaicntly  without 
means  to  elcape.  lie  was  pent  dole  to 
the  palifado,  and  no  icccis  at  band. 
Already  had  the  furious  bealt  ifoopcd 
to  tear  him  to  pieces,  and  the  terrified 
Ipc^tators  imagined  liim  lionibly  man¬ 
gled  on  hislioins.  '1  he  adive  combat¬ 
ant,  undilmayed,  ami  w  ith  unexamph,d 
pieicncc  of  miiul,  i>ut  his  loot  on  the 
forel'.eid  ol  the  bull,  will)  one  leap  w.is 
C'wr  ol  danger,  and  lighting  l»t'iind  the 
fuiious  animal,  i-«.i.uii  lo  l.in^b  at  fiis 
unavailing  tlt»>iis  lo  citdi  In.).;  he 
Ikipped  g.iily  ami  unbiiit  a.>.iy.  He 
then  walked  rouml  ihe  drde  w.lb  Ins 
hat  in  his  liuid  ;  nuncy  tunn  all  luies 
was  ibowcied  down  lo  inin  Iran  llic 
plealed  iped  ttors  ami  Ins  pat.ons,  wlio 
always  requite  an  cxliaoKiii)  uy  I’ilplay 
ol  agility  by  a  colkCtivc  icwa'd.  boi- 
ineiiy  a  lavoin  ite  (lower  from  ihe  I'icait 
of  the  fair,  or  a  bunch  of  nbboii.s, 
was  thrown  down  to  tlic  victorious 
champion,  and  lie  w.ts  hapjiy  in  tliat 
return  for  ilic  exertion  ot  ids  coinage 
and  agility.  \V nen  tveiy  means  ot 
haialliiig  the  .animal  lias  i-ten  exhault- 
ed,  tlie  trumpet  again  is  blown,  the 
footmen  leave  tire  aicn.i,  and  a  nngle 
champion  Iteps  forth.  In  his  right  liand 
he  bears  a  double  edg«d  lolcilo,  ami 
on  his  left  aim  :t  red  cloak.  Alui’

'I'he 
man  Twore  to  his  debt,  which  ilie  Ju'- 
llce  decreed  to  be  inlfantly  paid,  as 
Jikewife  one  ihilling  for  adinlnillci  ing 
the  oath. 

**  The  great  Lord  Kaims,  in  his 
Sketches  of  the  Hiflory  of  Man,  fpeak- 
ing  of  Onhs,  l.iii'.ents  the  ficqueiuy  of 
this  prollitutlon  ;  which,  he  ohierves, 
tends  to  fuhvert  all  obligation  beivsccn 
one  man  and  another." 

From  a  lelulcnce  of  near  rigluecn 
years  in  this  country,  and  having  heeii 
in  molt  parts  of  it,  I  know  tint  there  is 
no  part  of  the  globe  in  which  oarhs  aie 
to  frtrjucntly  ufed,  and  fo  fliockingly 
proilituted.  'I'licie  is  not  a  native 
Adaulut  througirout  Hindoftan,  but  at 
which  there  are  wretches  to  be  hired, 
who  will  Iwcar  to  the  molt  palpable 
fclftloodsy  and •  for  a  tr iillng  confidcra- 
tion.  'J'hofey^arijrer/  are  even  known 
to  the  Cauzi  hefoie  whom  the  caule  is 
tried,  which  is  ever  determined  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  the  party  that  fa  tars  the  harj- 
ej],  I  remember,  many  years  ago,  I  w  as 
piefent  ala  tr  ial  in  the  King’s  Hench  in 
England,  when  the  g'cat,  able,  and 
learned  judge.  Lord  Mansfield,  ad- 
drefled  the  Jury  in  thefe  woi  ds  -*  **  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  Jury,  1  own  myfelf  at  a 
lofs  how  to  direct  yrni  in  this  cafe  ;  — I 
(hall  therefore  only  lemnk  to  you, 
that  harder  fajearin^y  on  both  Tides ,  I 
never  heard.  1  think,  however,  that 
the  plaintiff’s  witneires  hive  fivore 
harder  than  the  defendint's."  But, 
t>ir,  to  think  that  in  aChriifian  country 
a  reputable  iradefrnin  of  London  could 
be  lb  bale  as  to  oblige  a  rroor  fellow - 
creature  to  fwcar  for  one  penny ^  almoll 
exceeds  credibility.

being  Engliihinen ,  or  denizens  and  the  = 
King's  lervants,  aiitlicnt y  to  eltablifh  a 
perpetud  Fi.iiernily  or  Guild,  and  to  ^ 
admit  all  hanelt  peribns  whatever,  as  ^ 
wdl  Itiangeri  as  others,  into  a  ho  !y  tt 

corporate,  « 
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corporate,  baving  perpetual  fuccefiion 
by  the  name  ot  Mailers,  Rulers,  and 
Commnnaltv  of  the  Fraternity  or  Guilil 
of  Arrill-ry,  of  Long  Hows,  Crof’s 
Bows,  and  Uand  Guns,  with  the  ufual 
pow  ers  granted  to  Corporations  of  nui-- 
chaiing  lands  and  ufinga  common  fijal. 
This  Society  might  elei!:!  h)ur  Under- 
Mafters  to  overfee  and  govern  th<^  Com¬ 
pany,  and  to  have  the  cudo<’y  of  t!\eir 
property,  real  and  pcfonal.

'J'he  Ma  ters  and  Rulers-  of  this  Com- 
p.iiiv  were  exempted  from  fervmg  on 
any  inqueft  witliin  the  City  of  London, 
<)r  within  the  realm  ;  and  the  King  fur- 
tlicr  granted,  that  if  any  of  the  F'rater- 
nity,  fhooting  at  a  known  and  accul- 
tomed  butt,  Iwivlng  firlt  pronounced  or 
f'poken  the  uliial  word  palt,  flionld, 
after  that,  haopeu  by  mifchance  to  kill 
any  p.all'cncers,  be  (hould  not  fiifier 
deith,  u  )r  be  impeached,  troubled,  or 
imprifontd  for  it.  The  patent  was  di¬ 
rected  to  be  made  out  under  the  Great 
Seal,  without  the  payment  of  any  fees

.and  was  palled  in  the  zyth  ot  Henry

T  15  well  known  how  fopd  the  Ro¬ 
mans  were  of  atlirig  plays  \  but  it  is 
to  be  l.arncnted,  that  the  Kom.in  theatre” 
never  fu»’nilhed  any  ladies  to  match  the 
heroines  of  our  Englilh  iKage.  Great 
rncomiums  liave  been  bellowed  u'^cn 
Lahfrioj,  RoTf  ius,  .and  the  famous  Pub- 
Jfus  Syrus,  which  would  not  be  in- 
?pplicibIeto  fon’e  of  our  prefVnt  ailors, 

I  am  lorry  to  fin<l  that  they  wci  e  rot  bi 
tlic  hd)it  of  tpe.iking  enilogn-  s  in  thole 
Havs,  though  they  (puke  prolugsies,  of 
which  I  rtiall  give  inv  readers  one  as  \ 
famplc,  .afte."  telling  th.-ni  upon  wliat 
occafion  it  was  comoofed. 

I.ahe-ius,  whom  I  before  mention^  !, 
w.as  a  Ronn.m  Knight  of  goo<l  fimily, 
and  a  man  withal  of  high  iplril  and 
prctcnlions,  but  unfoi  tunately  he  IihvI  a 
talcn'  for  the  diama:  he  read  his  owu 


purpofe  j  —  Cbcfar  had  m’de  if  his  point, 
and  his  pouu  he  would  carry  ;  the 
wofil  of  Citfir  was  law-  j  and  Labciiiis, 
driven  out  of  all  his  defttites,  'vas 
obliged  to  lubuiit  and  ca)!uuly.

P.  Clodius,  the  fine 
l^entleiran  and  rake  of  the  age,  had  ihe 
indecorum  to  prefs  Labtrlus  to  come 
forward  on  the  public  lli^gf*,  and  take 
the  principal  charaCler  in  one  of  his 
own  plays.  Xaberius  was  indignant, 
ind  Clodius  proceeded  to  mtnares. 

Do  your  worll,"  fays  the  Roman 
Knight,  “  you  can  but  fend  me  to 
Dyrrachlum  and  back  again  rroudly 
intimating,  that  he  would  fuffer  the 
like  banifhment  with ‘Cicero,  rather 
than  confent  to  his  demand  j  for  ail¬ 
ing  was  not  then  the  amufement  of 
people  of  fafhion,  and  private  iheari  «»s 
were  not  then  thought  of.  Jitlius 
C.riar  was  no  lefs  captivated  with 
Laberius's  talents  than  Clodius  had 
been  }  and  being  a  man  not  apt  to  be 
difeouraged  by  common  diihculiits, 
took  up  the  l.ame  folicitation,  and 
alTailed  our  Roman  Knight,  who  was 
now  fixty  years  of  a^e,  and  felt  his 
powers  in  their  decline.  Confc’ous 
of  (bis  decline,  no  leU  than  his  own 
dignity,  he  rebded  the  degrading  re- 
ued,  he  interceded,  he  implored  of 
xfar  to  excufe  liiata—it  was  to  no

Laberius, 
not  yet  content  witli  this  alonemeiit  to 
the  manes  of  liis  knighthood,  ful)iwins 
the.  following  pointed  allulion  ;  N^*- 

celfe  cit  mulios  tirreat,  quern  rnulti 
tirnent."  “  'Fhe  man  whom  many 
feir,  rnuft  needs  fear  m.iny."  —  All  cy  s 
were  now  turned  vrpim.  Cnefar,  and  the 
degraded  Label  ius  enjoyed  a  full  re¬ 
venge. 

We  may  naturally  luppofe  tliis  con¬ 
duit  loft  fjini  the  favour  of  Caelar,  who 
iininediatclv  took  up  Publius  Syrus, 
aSyiian  fUv»*,  who  had  been  r^ranu* 
niittcd  for  his  ingenious  uicnts,  and 


was  acting  in  the  country  theafres  with 
much  applaufe.  Carfar  fetched' him 
out  of  hts  ob!curity,as  we  bring  up  ar% 
acfor  from  Bath  or  York,  a.Kl  pitted 
him  againft  Laberius.  It  v^as  the 
triumph  of  youth  and  vigour  over 
age  and  decay  j  and  C'.cfar,  with  inali- 
tious  civility,  faid  to  I.ibeiius,  “  Fd- 
venre  tilu  me  viiViis  ts,  Labcre.  .\ 
Syro."  **  You  ate  I'urpalfcd  by  Syrus, 
in  tpite.  of  my  lu;aport." 

As  Liberius  was  going  out  of  the 
theatre,  he  was  met  by  Syrus,  who  was 
inC'jnfrdei ate  cnougu  to  let  an  expref- 
hon  elc.^pe  kim  which  was  very  dif- 
relpe^Lal  t )  liis  ve  eran  competitor.

D  we  .•rienti vely  obferve  the  ftatc  of 
the  religious  co.to.n*  prcv.iiiing  at  ihit , 
clay  iu  Iiido.cj.i,  a:jd  co.U'parc  then 

with 
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with  the  origlml  account  of  their  man. 
ners,  we  (hall  find  that  there  has  been 
no  deviation  from  the  original  ^  \Ahich 
evidently  proves,  that  the  hiimin  un- 
dcrltanding  has,  tor  many  years,  made 
no  progreis  in  tliat  valt  and  po;.>ui{nis 
country,  HowdillVrcnt  are  the  pi  t  b  ut 
manners  ot  the  (>erm:u)S  from  wiiat 
they  torrncrly  were!  though  oi ii;in.«dy 
they  were  lupcrltitious  to  an  tiju  i  dt- 
gree,  and  in  n:.iny  points  funliar  to 
tlioleot  ilte  Hindoos.  I’here  were  t ’vo 
iultanccs  ot  their  love  tor  divinarirni 
worth  obferving  ;  —  one  particnLii  ly 
from  the  omens  taken  trom  their  iioi  i't>. 
Titcy  kept  in  their  lacred  \vvi()t!s,at  the 
public  expente,  white  hor.'ts  Inat  ilid 
no  kind  of  work  for  the  t'civice  of 
man  :  when  they  were  to  lit  coru’nllcJ 
to  know  the  will  of  the  Divlnit}-,  thr  y 
were  put  into  a  (acred  tar;  the  IMelt 
and  King,  or  C'hi^d  of  the  Canton, 
walkcvl  by  them  a.  tliey  wrnt,  and 
noted  the  tnoi lings  aiul  iRigiri!'g.>  of 
thofe  creatures,  as  to  nnnv  imllcations 
of  tlic  will  of  Heaven.  This  was  ilie 
molt  rtfpti'ded  of  all  their  aiilpicc?, 
am!  Imi  the  created  Tanttion  of  ap- 
plaiifc  trom  all  ranks.  I'he  Piielts  pie* 
tended  to  noliiing  liigher  than  being 
minKters  of  the  gO(!s  ;  but  the  horlcs 
wcie  their  curtidantes,  and  adinittci 
Into  their  (rircts. 

The  tecond  was  their  receive*!  opi¬ 
nion,  that  t>»rie  was  in  women  lan.e- 
thing  lacie*l,  tlivine,  and  hr  to  make 
them  interpretci.'*  <'1  the  will  <1  r.  e 
gods.  Some  rrcleiul*  d  p*  *)i)h  is  a’w  v 
rngrofled  tluir  ccrii  ience;  ami  ir  the 
event  happened  luckily  to  ag  c.e  wlili 
her  .antwer,  thev  inMantly  liomuiKd 
her  .1$  a  goddcl's,  .Mid  lhat  tioinaieal 
periiialion  tiiat  (he  w.is  1iil!i.  raciiiis 
mentions  cue  in  particular,  whole  name 
was  Velida,  who  played  tlieic  tricks  in 
her  time.  She  was  a  virgin,  .md  love- 
reign  f>f  a  large  teiritory  among  the 
Bruitcri.  To  make  lierl.'lf  moie  re- 
fpe^ted,  the  dwelt  in  a  high  lower,  and 
ranted  an  ca'y  access  to  no  pe.rlbn. 
'hofe  who  came  to  confult  her  weic 
not  allowed  to  prelcut  their  petitions 
themfelves  ;  hut  one  of  her  relations 
ufed  to  receive  them,  and  brought 
back  the  prophctels's  anfw'er. 

In  the  marriage  ceremonies,  the  Ituf. 
band  gave  the  wife  a  dowry  j  but  the 
prefents  that  he  made  her  were  not  iucli 
at  tended  to  encourage  dte<s,  luxury, 
or  delicacy  ; — they  confided  in  a  yoke 
of  oxen,  a  horfe  with  a  b*idle  (or  bit), 
a  buckler,  a  lucar,  and  a  iword.  In 


return,  the  brought  her  hutb.ind  Tome 
piece  of  armour  j  and  this  ceremony 
formed  between  them  tlie  ihongelt  and 
mod  facied  tie.  'I'he  prefents  givtit 
by  the  hud) inti  were  of  fuch  .i  r.atuie 
.Ts  confained  an  important  leiron  j  for 
they  brought  her  not  to  think  herfelf", 
on  account  of  her  fex,  difpenfed  from 
being  bold  and  courageous,  or  ex. 
poling  hei  felf  to  dangers  or  fatigues, 
which  fhc  was  to  Oiaic  with  her  liul- 
b.m  I,  niul  bs  attached  to  liita  even 
to  death. 

If  die  (lidtonourcd  herfelf  by  adul¬ 
tery,  the  punlfhmenr  fbon  follov^ed  the 
c-ime,  and  the  hufhand  liimfelf  was 
l)oth  judge  and  avenger.  In  the  pre- 
feiKc  of  both  families,  he  cut  off'  his 
■  guilty  wilt’s  hair,  fiiipped  her,  and, 
turning  her  out  of  his  hout'c,  iliovc 
her  through  the  whole  town  ;  on  this 
point  there  was  no  remiliion,  no  in¬ 
dulgence  ;  neither  yoiiili,  nor  beauty, 
nor  liciies,  coulil  protef.t  from  the 
ignominy  of  punifhmcnt  tlie  woman 
who  liad  forfeited  her  himonr  j  nor 
could  they  piocure  her  another  hiif- 
huul.  'I  he  law  of  conjugal  fi.lcHty 
was  c.iiricd  lb  far  among  (omc  of  ilicie 
people,  as  to  forbi(!  all  Iteond  mar¬ 
riages  ;  as  they  had  hut  one  body  and 
life,  fb  they  wcie  to  have  but  one  luif- 
band.  Tins  w.i'^  Intended  as  a  mean  t*) 
prevent  ail  idle  wifhesand  oTfiCslaiions 
extemliiig  beyond  the  juilba:)d'*s  lile, 
the  wife’s  fate  b;Ing  for  ever  fixed  to 
liim;  l)Ut  tlie  Hernli  vveie  Hill  more 
ilgid.on  this  occ  tfi  jii.  1  iie  w-ile  was 
noligcd  to  itrangle  herfelf  on  her  huf- 
bami’sgiave,  on  pain  of  being  leoutetl 
infainoiii,  and  di.'honoured  as  long  .is 
fhc  lived. 

'Idle  lad  thing  that  1  fliall  mention, 
is  their  exeelfive  lomlntls  of  dice  j  fo 
mucli,  lhat  they  looked  upon  it  as 
fei ions  aii'.iir,  and  would  play  with  all 
tiie  attention  tlicy  were  capable  of  j— 
and  even  when  perftffly  (bber  and 
cool,  w(udd  carry  it  to  the  greatcit 
height  of  madnefs,  often  flaking  ihtir 
pci  Ions  and  lihtity  when  they  had  no¬ 
thing  more  to  lole  thofe  who  loft 
would  quietly  fuDmit  to  flavery,  and, 
though  younger  and  lironger  liian  the 
winner,  would  fufter  themfelves  to  be 
pinioned,  led  away,  and  fold.  Slaves  of 
tiiis  kind  were  a  diame  to  their  inaders, 
who  for  that  reafon  were  glad  to  get  rii! 
of  them  as  foon  as  they  could,  and  (olil 
them  to  ItrangerF,  to  be  carried  into  r<v 
mute  countiics.

principal  objefV  of  tliis  Voyage 
being  to  alcertaiii  the  utility  oi  a 
new  invention  in  the  nautical  art  of 
very  great  importance,  the  narrative 
very  properly  opens  with  an  account 
of  the  origin  of  Hiding  keels,  and  of  the 
advantages  rcf'ilting  frem  tfiem'j  and 
the  work  is  molt  humbly  inlcribed, 
from  a  principle* of  gratitude,  to  his 
C#race  the  Duke  of  Northumberland, 
**  the  liberal  patron  of  good  arts  in 
general,  and  Naval  Archite6ture  in 
particular." 

The  Hiding  keels  are  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  Ship-building,  for  which  this 
country  is,  and  all  nnritime  Europe 
will  hereafter,  be  indebted  to  the  (kill 
and  ingenuity  of  Captain  John  Schank, 
of  the  Royal  Navy,  formerly  one  of  the 
Cominiinoners  of  the  Tranfport  Board. 
It  was  in  Ainerita,  during  the  fatal 
conteft  betwixt  the  mother-country 
and  her  Colonies,  that  Captain  Schank 
obtained  the  favour  and  patronage  of 
the  Duke  of  Northuinbeiland,  then 
Earl  Percy,  who  was  on  fervice  there, 
(with  his  regiment,)  as  was  Captain 
Schank  in  the  naval  department.  Ini 
converfation  on  the  art  of  ihip-build- 
ing,  betwixt  the  Earl  and  the  Captain, 
the  idea  of  Sliding  Keels  firft  fuggelled 
itfelf  to  the  latter — his  Lordlhip  ob- 
ferving,  that  if  cutters  were  built  much 
Hatter,  To  as  to  go  on  the  furface  and 
not  draw  much  water,  they  would  fail 
filler,  and  might  Hill  be  enabled  to 
carry  as  mucit  fail,  and  keep  up  to  the 
wind,  by  having  their  keels  dcXcciid  to 
Voi,.  XLVI,  July  1804. 


a  greater  depth  ;  and  that  the  flat  fide 
of  the  keel,  when  prefenred  to  the 
water,  would  even  make  them  alrle  to 
fpread  nrore  canvas,  and  hold  the  wind 
better,  tlun  on  a  conHru6lion  whereby 
they  prefent  only  the  circular  furlace  of 
the  body  to  the  water.  Capcain  '•chank 
coincided  in  this  opinion,  and  ob- 
I'crved,  that  if  this  deep  keel  nvrs  made 
moveable,  and  to  be  ferevjed  upwards 
into  a  trunks  or  well  formed  within  the 
vejfef  fo  as  that,  on  necellitv,  they 
might  draw  little  wafer,  all  thelc  ad¬ 
vantages  might  be  obtained. 

Captain  Schank  liavirtg  maturely 
conlidered  the  principle  tluis  luggclU 
cd,  was  fully  convinced  of  its  ufe  and 
practicability,  and  afterwards,  viz.  in 
1774,  folicited  Lord  Percy,  then  at 
Bolton,  in  New  England,  to  permit 
him  to  build  a  boat  for  his  Lord  (hip 
upon  that  conttruCtion.  lie  did  lb, 
and  it  was  found  to  aniwer  in  tvery 
refpeCt.  In  1789,  he  built  a  boat  at 
Deptford  with  three  Hiding  keels,  and 
in  the  following  year  the  Trial  cutter 
at  Plymouth.  Since  that  time,  the 
Captain  has  built  a  number  of  other 
vcliels  on  the  lame  conlli  uCfion,  three 
of  which  arc  at  this  time  in  the  fervice 
of  Government. 

Without  adding  to  the  number,  w4 
cannot  avoid  (-bferving  the  great  lapfc 
of  time  between  the  date  ol  the  firlt 
invention,  and  the  experiment  made  in 
lending  out  the  Lady  NeKon  to  afeer* 
tain  the  great  utility  of  the  Hiding 
keels  in  long  voyages  and  dangerous 
navigations.  ThedeLiy  is  not  account, 
ed  for  by  our  Author  ^  and  after  the 
lull  proof  exhibited  in  the  narrative 
of  the  fuccefs  attending  the  voyage  to 
New  South  Wales,  the  reader's  aflo- 
nilhincnt  will  be  increaled  that  thU 
coniiderabie  improvement ’was  not  ear¬ 
lier  invettigated  and  adopted  in  th€ 
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Government  department  to  which  it 
belongs  more  cfpcciilly  as  it  appears 
fiom  ('aptain  Schank’s  r^P^'‘S  now 
firft  publiibed  in  this  work,  that  the 
advanugef  lefnlting  from  the  ulc  of 
Aiding  keels  arc  (omprehended  under 
fix  general  heads  oi  the  6rlt  importance 
in  the  nauticl  art. 

In  the  firit  pbee,  “  VelTels  thus  con- 
Aru^ed  will  tail  f.-ller,  Ueei  calitr,and 
tack  and  «e.ir  quicker,  and  in  lefs 
room.  Secondly,  They  will  carry 
more,  and  draw  lets  watei ,  Thirdly, 
They  will  ride  more  ealy  at  anchor. 
Fourthly,  they  will  take  the  ground 
better.  Fifthly,  In  cale  of  ihipwreck, 
ofjpringinga  leak,  or  of  a  fire,  they 
are  more  Cife,  and  more  likely  to  be 
faved.  Lahly,  They  will  anlwer  better 
as  men  of  war,  bombs,  fiie-(bips,.llo.it> 
ing  batteries,  gun-boais,  and  ftat-bot- 
toriied  boats  for  landing  troops.” 
To  thcle  feveral  heads  Captain  Schmk 
annexes  ample  explanations,  which 
Lieutenant  Grant  makes  the  bafis  of 
the  introduction  to  his  voyage,  during 
the  courfe  of  which  he  h:ul  an  opnoi  - 
tunity,  in  the  Lady  Nellon,  of  experi¬ 
encing  mod  of  the  alvant.igcs  de- 
ferihed  under  the  foregoing  heads, 
A  large  engraved  (ketch  of  the  Aiding 
keels  IS  prefixed  to  the  Volume,  as  4 
further  llluttratiun  of  their  condruc- 
tion. 

VVe  (kail  now  proceed  on  the  Voyage 
of  Difeovery,  which  commenced  on 
the  I  jth  of  January  iSooi  .uul  in  going 
dovvn  tlic  river  to  (iiavelend,  (evere 
rcAecdiors  were  made,  as  the  palled, 
ag.iin(f  lb  final)  a  vcllel  being  defined 
for  fuch  a  long  voyage.  **  T  he  geneial 
appellation  given  to  the  Lady  Nclf'on 
was  that  of  his  M.ijelly's  TiKMcr^Box  \ 
but  a  circiimli.mce  happened  in  the 
X)owns  which  happily  removed  the 
apprehenfiuns  of  the  crew,  whole  minds 
jiad  been  prejudiced  again  ft  lier  by  the 
many  unfavouiable  leports  in  circula¬ 
tion  with  relpeCi  to  the  iinpoliibility  of 
tier  performing  the  voyage.  In  a  ili  or.g 
gale  of  wind  with  a  he.avy  fea,  in  the 
Jiight  of  the  t^d,  many  fignals  of  dif- 
trefs  were  mule  in  the  Olbng,  ftver.al 
(hips  drove  by  the  La<fy  Neiion,  and 
the  following  morning  Fx  velTcls  were 
on  llvorc,  di'madrd,  whiiit  (lie  rode  mit 
the  gale  with  eate  at  anchor,  the  keels 
being  found  of  great  ufe  in  lie td ing 
Ler,  4nd  pievented  her  ligghig  from 
Riaining.  In  her  pflage  from  the 
X)owiii  to  Spit  head,  her  Commander 
4)biei  ved,  Uat  Aic  gutiaded  all  vetieU 


of  her  fizc  going  that  way^  ; 
found  her  to  be  a  good  fea-boat ; 
(he  was  likcwifc  new,  and  very  flrong. 
But  Aill  many  people  who  (aw  her  ia 
Portfmouth  harbour  reckoned  her  un¬ 
fit  for  To  long  a  voyage,  which  occa- 
fioned  the  dclertion  of  the  Carpenter 
anil  two  more  young  ineiijwhofc  minds 
were  ealily  worked  upon  by  reprelent- 
ing  the  impraiSlicabllity  and  ritk  of 
the  undertaking.  Anxious  to  fail. 
Lieutenant  Grant  reluifantly  put  up 
with  his  lofs. 

In  the  evening  of  the  i8ih  of  March, 
he  took  his  departure  from  Dunnofe, 
in  ihe  Hie  of  Wight,  ir  company  with 
the  Brunlwick  Ealt  Indiaman,  from 
which  ihc  parted  in  a  heavy  gale  on 
the  13(1  j  and  from  that  day  to  their 
arrival  off  the  Ifland  of  Salt,  one  of  the 
Cape  dc  Verds,  nothing  occurred  wor¬ 
thy  of  particular  notice,  except  an  ob- 
(ervation,  that  the  Commander  found 
the  great  benefit  of  the  keels  in  faci¬ 
litating  the  vclTcl’s  coming  to  and 
bearing  up.  With  refpeiSt  to  the  Idind 
of  iSW/,  he  gives  a  defeription  of  it 
wliich  differs  from  that  which  he  found 
in  the  Eafl  India  Dirccfoiy,  wherein  it 
fiems  to  have  been  confounded  with 
Bonerv'fla  j  thedilf  inttion  between  them 
is  clearly  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Grant, 
and  may  be  of  lervice  to  future  navi¬ 
gators. 

Arrived  at  Port  Praya,  in  the  Iflind 
of  St,  Jago,  the  ijth  of  April,  hav- 
ing  performed  this  firlf  part  of  his  voy¬ 
age  in  twenty-fix  davs  from  Portf- 
mouth,  our  Author  acknowledges  the 
polite  reception  he  met  with  from  the 
Portiigucle  Governor,  “  who  offered 
him  every  airiflaiice  in  his  power,  that 
he  might  Hand  in  need  of,”  he  enter¬ 
tains  his  readers  with  the  remarks  he 
made  during  his  ftay  on  the  Ifland,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  feveral  cxcurfions  into  the 
interior.  Accompanied  by  a  guide,  he 
tr.ivellcd  about  twenty  miles  in  one 
day  to  procure  fomc  Guinea  fowls, 
and  in  the  purftiit  of  them  they  paffed 
(evcral  little  farms  inhaliitcd  by  the 
natives,  who  rcftmblc  African  ne- 
grors.  Thefc  farms  arc  mod Iv  fituated 
in  the  valleys,  and  appear  to  have  had 
great  labour  bcitowcd  on  the  lands  : 
the  houfes  are  mere  cabins,  exhibiting 
much  mi  (cry ;  yet  ^v^elchcd  as  they  .ip- 
pearcd,  the  women,  on  their  entering, 
received  them  with  kindneS,  and  gave 
them  fbme  eggs,  a  kind  of  rracaioni 
which  they  ufed  as  b\  r,\6,  and  milk  5 
the  meu  they  faid  wtrt  at  woik  i^  the 
6  fields, 
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£eldtf  and  their  own  emplo>’tnent  was 
fpinning  of  cotton,  and  weaving  a  kind 
of  cloth  neculiar  to  the  Idaiul,  on  fmali 
hand  {••oins.  Numbers  of  cittle  arid 
goats  were  ob’erved,  who  came  to 
drink  without  any  perfon  to  drive 
them,  and  not  hein^  even  marked, 
from  .whicli  Mr.  Grant  concluded 
they  wcie  wild,  and  he  was  confinned 
in  this  opinion,  for  upon  purclialing 
a  buli->ck  he  was  furpiiled  to  fee  nearly 
one  half  of  the  money  lent  to  the  Go¬ 
vernor,  which  he  was  told  was  the 
duty  to  the  Crown  j  the  herds  which 
he  law  without  keepers  or  marks  pro¬ 
bably  belonged  to  the  Sovereign,  and 
the  individuals  .who  catch  and  kdl 
them  are  paid  a  certain  pro  )Ortion 
for  their  trouble,  or  any  damage  their 
lands  may  lutfer  from  ihelc  wild  cat¬ 
tle. 

The  reasons  .arc  divided  into  wet  .and 
dry,  like  all  otner  places  between  the 
Tropics.  At  this  time,  the  ground 
was  parched  up,  exhibiting  a  barren 
wade,  fcattered  with  pumice  Ifones 
and  other  volcanic  matter,  the  quantity 
ol  which  llrewed  over  the  ground, 
together  wuth  the  peaked  form  ot  the 
mountains,  atfotds  every  re.ifon  to  fup- 
pofe  that  the  Illand  has  been  lubjeCt  to 
eruptions.  What  had  the  appeal ance 
of  grals  was  dry  and  dirty  j  vcger.ation 
there  was  none  j  neverthelels  the  inha¬ 
bitants  feemed  to  enjoy  the  lew  com¬ 
forts  with  apv^arent  happinefs  ;  and  our 
navigator  cxjierienced  the  holpitality 
of  thcl'e  people,  which,  from  the  ac¬ 
count  of  (bine  voyagers,  he  was  not  led 
to  exped. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  the  Lady  Nel- 
fon  failed  from  St.  Jago,  for  the  Cape 
ol  Good  Hone,  and  during  the  run  thi¬ 
ther  the  urual  minutes  ot  a  fliip’s  jour¬ 
nal  fiii  up  leveral  pages,  with  oblcrva- 
tioiis  pc(  uliaily  adapted  to  the  ufe  of 
manners.  They  dropped  anchor  in 
Table  Bay  on  the  8th  of  July,  to  repair 
the  velici’s  keels,  which  was  inllanily 
fet  about  by  order  of  Admiral  bir 
Robert  Curtis,  then  on  that  ftation  ; 
and  on  the  16th,  being  completely  re¬ 
fitted,  they  failed  for  Simon’s  bay, 
where  they  anchored  the  following 
day. 

Mr.  Grant’s  orders  being  to  remain 
at  the  Cape  till  the  fummer  fcafon  com¬ 
menced  there,  he  embraced  every  op¬ 
portunity.  of  gratifying  his  curiofiiy 
with  relpe^  to  the  date  of  the  Colony  ; 
and  the  rcfult  of  his  inquiries  and  re- 
fearches  fuim  an  entertalaing  purtiuu 


of  his  work.  His  account  of  a  Dr. 
Brandt,  who  was  recommended  to  him 
by  his  relation  Dr.  jtmes  Robert 
Grant,  Su.geon  to  the  Staff  at  the 
C.tpe,  is  10  lingular,  that  we  have  taken 
the  liberty  to  extract  foine  remark¬ 
able  circ umltances  concerning  him. 

“  This  eccentric  Gentleman  had  been 
wrecked  in  O^lgoa  bay,  on  boaid  the 
Lion  Eiit  indiiinan,  to  which  ihip  he 
had  belonged  in  a  medical  capacity. 
He  travelled  by  land  to  Cape  Town  j 
where,  on  his  arrival,  he  related  many 
extiaordiinry  adventures  which  he  had 
encuuiiteied  on  his  journey,  with  fome 
circumltances  rcfpcCfing  tlie  exiilence 
of  the  unicorn,  that  intliieiitcd  manr 
in  the  belief  that  there  is  in  reality  fuch 
an  animal.  Without  entering  intoany 
invcltigation  of  the  abluid  notions  of 
this  literary  oddity,  I  think  it  but  pro¬ 
per  to  remark,  tliat  thole  belt  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  country,  whom  1  had  an 
opportunity  of  con  verting  with  on  the 
lubjc^l,  doubt  the  exidcnce  of  it,  and 
with  much  propiiefy.  The  Eehnd, 

{  Bounde  Bock  or  Coddo,)  whole  horns 
leleinblc  very  much  the  one  depleted 
(or  the  unicorn,  from  their  being  placed 
lo  near  to  each  other,  and  fcai  celv  di- 
verging,  will  evidently,  in  a  profile 
view  by  a  rude  artill,  be  (re(|uently 
reprefented  as  one;  and  this  is  often 
perceived  in  the  (mall  iticks  made  by 
the  Hottentots,  on  w  hich  thefe  animals 
are  I'cratched,  and  accounts  mott  fatif- 
fa^^orily  for  the  figures  difeoveted  in 
the  caves  of  the  Boicliinen,  which  have 
been  brought  in  evidence  of  the  exili- 
ence  of  the  unicorn.  As  1  wanted  a 
per  Ion  who  combined  medical  know¬ 
ledge  with  a  turn  for  natural  hiltory,  I 
agreed  to  take  the  Doctor  on  board  the 
Lady  Nellon  :  he  was  more  indifferent 
in  (tipulating  for  himfelftlian  for  his 
baboon  and  his  dog,  which  he  repre- 
fented  as  the  (aithhil  and  uiehil  com¬ 
panions  of  his  wanderiiiv,s.  He  expa- 
tiated  warmly  on  the  fer vices  of  the 
former.  To  him  he  had  been  indebted 
for  (ulfenancc  :  for  when  in  want  of 
bread  he  h.id  teconi  (e  to  roots,  which 
he  lirl^  offered  to  Jackoo;  w'ho  having 
ex.imined  and  ratted  them,  threw  away 
with  .difgnd  (uch  as  were  prejudicial, 
and  ate  (nch  as  were  otheiwiic,  of 
which  the  Doctor  partook.  As  to  the 
dog,  lie  guarded  him  from  wolves  and 
hyenas.  Betidrs  his  knowledge  of  me. 
diciiie,  which  he  had  liudied  as  a  fei- 
ence,  the  Ho^lor  pofTefTed  an  extenfivc 
jenow ledge  of  the  dead  and  modern 
G  a  languages. 
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]an?ii:i0e9,  and  he  ^ve  an  account  of 
having  a  great  property  on  the  banks 
of  the  Rhine,  uhich  he  had  quitted  on 
the  approach  of  the  French,  and  of  his 
deciai  ed  aversion  to  dcniociatic  princi¬ 
ple*.** 

With  all  the  improvements  the  coun¬ 
try  is  capable  of,  Lieutenant  G-ant  is 
ot  opinion,  that  the  levmiKs  would 
never  defray  the  expenfe  in  the  hands 
of  the  Englilh,  though  it  would  be 
capable  of  much  annoyance  to  an  ene¬ 
my,  in  the  potreiiion  of  an  cntcrprili ng 
maritime  power  like  ours. 

To  thoie  who  att?tbute  the  ^variety 
of  the  human  fpecies  to  the  of 

climate,  he  offers  a  remark  founded  cn 
the  refearches  he  made  in  the  interior 
of  this  intei  citing  colony,  viz.  the  ex¬ 
treme  contraft  bet  ween  the  Hottentots, 
Bofehmen,  and  Caffres,  inhabiting  the 
tame  latitude;  the  former  of  a  pale 
yellow  colour,  hideous  contra»Stod  fea 
tures,  with  Icarccly  the  appearance  ofa 
iioie,  and  probably  the  molt  diminutive 
of  the  human  race  ;  whereas  the  Caftre 
is  dark  in  his  complexion,  open  in 
Ins  countenance,  tall  and  athletic  i 
and  this  ftrlking  ditterence  feems  to 
extend  to  their  mental  as  well  as  cor- 
poical  qualities.  The  very  weapons 
they  ufe  feepa  to  indicate  this.  The 
Bolchman,  concealing  himlelf  in  his 
.  buih,  lets  fly  his  poifoned  arrow  at 
the  objetf  ot  his  prey;  hut  there  is- no 
poifbn  in  the  haflcqnay  of  the  CatiVe, 
which  he  advances  and  throws  at  his 
enemy  with  dexterity  and  (Ircngth. 

While  the  Lady  Nelion  lay  lendy  to 
profecutc  her  voyage,  the  Wellclley, 
an  extia  Kdt  India  fhip,  arrived  at  the 
Cape  from  England,  and  brought  orders 
to  l.ieutenant  Grant  from  his  Grace 
the  Dnke  of  Portland,  one  of  his  Ma- 
jedy's  Principal  Secret.uies  of  State,  to 
Jcarch  for  the  Strait  that  feparates  Van 
pieman's  Ltind  fiom  New  Holland, 
and  to  make  his  pall'age,  if  poffiblc, 
through, it.  This  feivicehe  performed 
fuccelsfuliy,  as  may  be  feen  in  the 
pour fe  of  the  Narrative,  with  the  new 
iltfcovcri.s  made  in  that  pafTigc,  ilinf- 
trated  by  a  nrcpei  chart.  See  Remarks 
maJe  m  boarsi  the  La/fy  NeJfottt  cominfi 
im  nuib  the  Land  of  AVeu  Holland^  fiom 
page  6S  to  Hi.  The  details  contalr.f*d 
in  this  part  of  the  Volume,  which  com- 
prife*  the  voyage  from  the  Care  of 
<iOod  Hope  to  Port  Jackfon,  N-w  S'urh 
Wales,  are  particularly  calculated  to 
^  give  information,afid  tender  important 
iexvice  to  Navigators ;  ta  them  we  re-

ing,  a  very  great  change  has  taken 
place  in  cnclofed  farms,  erpecfally  in 
Norfolk.  They  are  now  fully  con¬ 
vinced  that  it  is  an  unprofitable  prac¬ 
tice,  except  where  the  opennefs  of 
downs  and  common  fields  renders  it 
nccetTary  for  confinement.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  thcep  that  may  be  kept  on  a  farm 
without  folding,  is  much  greater  than 
can  be  fupported  with  it.  This  is  a 
very  efiential  point.

confider  well  before  he  determines  to 
follow  a  practice  which,  from  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  obtei  vations,  is  pronounced 
unprofitable." 

CuuCbaff.  The  number  of  engines 
which  have  of  late  years  been  invented 
for  cutting  hay  and  Ifraw  into  chalf, 
(molt  of  wiikli  execute  their  work  lut- 
ficicntly  well,)  leaves  no  farmer  in  tlie 
kingdom  under  tlie  nccclllty  of  ufing 
the  common  clulf-box,  worked  by  tliofc 
only  w  ho  have  .acquired  the  .11 1  of  iiiing 
it,  and  who  ulually  made  much  greater 
earnings  than  tiic  cominoii  pay  per 
diem.  1  he  pradtice  of  cutting  both 
hay  and  Itraw  for  all  I'orts  of  Itock, 
is  one  that  has  been  found  very  im¬ 
portant  by  many  pradlical  and  intelli¬ 
gent  cultivatois  of  great  experience; 
giving  hay  cut  wltii  a  mixture  of  itraw, 
in  Head  of  let  ding  in  the  common  way 
with  hay,  is  to  be  recommended,  at  all 
events,  to  as  great  a  degree  as  can  be 
effected  ;  for  the  laving  is  unqucitioii- 
able. 

Carrots,  A  modern  improvement, 
and  which  dci'crvcs  attention,  is,  that 
of  Ifeepingthe  feed  before  lowing  from 
twenty  to  thirty  hours,  in  oider  to 
accelerate  its  coming  up. 

Hops,  As  this  article  is  here  named 
for  the  firit  time,  a  few  cautions  will 
not  be  improper,  upon  the  general 
queition  of  introducing  the  culture, 
where  it  is  nearly  or  wholly  unknown. 
Whoever  has  any  thought  of  liich  an 
introdudtion,  Ihould  duly  confider 
fcveral  circumltances.  He  lliould  of 
ail  others  remember,  that  liops  demand 
a  greater  acrcabie  capital  by  far  tlian 
any  other  branch  of  cultivation.  I  o 
form  a  new  plantation,  and  go  through 
the  ni'it  year,  will  colt  f.oui  80I.  to  90). 
per  acre,  and  the  annual  cxpcnlc  after¬ 
wards  will  vary  according  to  circuiu- 
Hanecs  from  30!.  to  40I.  per  acre. 
Next  he  is  to  bear  in  mind,  that  a  linall 
infiilated  hop. ground  does  not  tloiii  ilh 
lb  well  as  a  large  one,  probably  tor 
want  of  Ihclter.  He  is  allb  to  refie^t 
on  the  great  and  conitant  demand  lor 
manure,  which  his  fituatioii  may  not 
enable  him  to  command,  without  very 
much  Impoverifhing  the  relt  of  his 
farm.  He  (hould  rcfidc  in  a  populous 
neighbourhood,  for  the  plentiful  fupply 
of  hands  at  certain  feaibns  of  the  veai . 
And,  lalfly,  lie  is  not  to  forget,  that 
alter  all  his  expenle,  attention,  and 
exertions,  it  is  one  of  the  molt  uncer¬ 
tain  arul  precarious  crops  that  any  man 
can  adopt. 

Sweuijh 
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S'lveM/h  Turnip  lias,  in  a  varioiis  ex¬ 
perience,  and  through  (ievcral  of  our 
counties,  proved  one  of  the  mod  irn. 
portant  acquifitions  which  the  htif- 
bandiy  of  ttiii  country  has  made  for 
many  years.  •*  In  1801,  I  furveyed 
tlie  county  of  Hertford  for  the  Board 
of  Af^ticulture,  and  was  much  plcafed 
to  find  that  this  plant  was  fo  well 
ciUblifhed  in  that  county  astobe  alinoit 
common  hufbandry.”  Mr.  Younp  g’vcs 
directions  tor  lowing  it,  and  dates  ma¬ 
ny  and  very  important  inducements 
for  the  fanner  to  cater  freely  on  its  cul¬ 
ture. 

On  irrigaiioft,  exnl.uning  the  belt  me¬ 
thod  of  totming  new-watered  meads,  lb 
as  to  enable  any  man  to  operate  for  fiiiiu 
ftlf  in  mod  of  the  cafes  that  can  occur, 
without  being  under  the  neceflity  of 
employing  a  profefled  irrigator.  Mr. 
Young  expatiates  largely  in  this  edi¬ 
tion,  and  illuitintcs  his  directions  by  a 
new  explanatory  plate ;  and  he  ob- 
fervc5,  that  the  application  cd  this  fyl- 
tern  to  mountainous  moors  is  one  of 
the  mod  profitable  Ipcculations  agri- 
cultiiie  hat  to  offer,  and  yet  there  aic 
none  fo  much  neglected —  he  is  con¬ 
fident,  that  with  a  little  attention,  out 
of  20  or  ^0,000  acres  on  a  range  of 
mountains  he  faw  in  Iielaml,  water 
might  he  tluown  over  thre’e  parts  in 
fourj  lie  describes  how  this  might  be 
done  at  (mall  expenic  ;  and  a  tingle 
experiment  ot  it  would  pielenlly  fhew 
the  prodigious  advantage  of  the  prac¬ 
tice.

Their  ideas  How  fo  much  in  the  fame 
channel,  and  dwell  to  much  on  the 
fame  obje^fs,  that  new  ones,  however 
ufcful,  make  too  faint  an  imprefiion  : 
nor  can  they  know  what  is  doing  hy 
the  belt  f<trmers  on  foils  peihaps  fimilar 
to  their  own.

fheep-feeding  in  various  branches,  win¬ 
ter  irrigation,  and  many  other  objects 
which  are  ituiy  inteieiting.

In  1766, 
he  was  removed  to  the  Chief  Jnllicelhlp 
of  the  Common  Pleas;  a  polt  which  he 
held  until  1771,  when  he  refigned,  and 
pafled  the  l  enuinder  of  his  life  as  a  pri¬ 
vate  Gentleman,  He  died  the  5th  of 
February  i?9*>  ^od  had  the  fingular 
honour  of  oftener  than  once,  though 
prefTed  to  accept  the  (jicat  Seal,  the 
fortitude  to  decline  it.

The  coii- 
iclts,  legal  and  lifcrasy,  between  Patci- 
fon’sand  Caiy's  Books  of  Roads,  have 
probably  occalloned  the  publication  of 
this  third  work,  with  Inch  improve¬ 
ments  upon  the  plan  of  the  others  as 
occurred  to  its  projedorj  who,  how¬

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**  The  idea  of  the  prcfent  work  was 
fupgelted  to  the  Editor,  from  an  in- 
fne^»ion  of  the  original  eni?ravcd  Road 
Book  by  O^ilby,  nublilhcd  above  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago.  The  plan  appeared  to  him  fo 
dear  and  fimplc,  pointing  out  fo  dif-

“  The  plan  invariably  followed  has 
been  to  avoid  repetiti  ms,  and  to  com- 
prclf  every  necefiary  information  into 
as  fnull  a  fpace  as  poilible,  placing  it 
exaiUy  as  it  occurs  or  comes  into  view 
on  the  reipedive  roads.  Much  dif.

This  piece  is  founded  on  Sh  ’kfpeare's 
Temjcjl',  and  the  purpole  of  Mr.  Faw¬ 
cett  (the  contriver)  was,  to  th?ow  into 
adlion  thofe  occurrences  which,  in  tlic 
Play,  are  only  narrated  as  having  pre- 
vioufly  occurred. 

The  action  here,  tlierefore,  begins 
with  the  firit  incident  t!iat  led  to  the 
chain  ol  events  which  form  the  table. 
On  the  drawing  up  of  the  curtain, 
we  hthold  Prolpero,  Duke  of  Milan, 
tired  of  the  cares  of  government,  ab¬ 
dicating  his  authority  to  his  brother 
Antonio,  that  he  may  devote  the  whole 
of  his  time  to  the  Itudy  of  the  occult 
ftiences.  By  and-bye  a  confpiracy  is 
catered  into,  at  the  inllli  ation  of  the 
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King  of  Naples,  for  dethroning  him 
and  putting  him  to  ilcath.  Next  lollows 
a  repi cftmalion  of  his  being  tarried 
out  to  lei,  and  expofed  in  a  fiuill  bolt, 
with  his  infant  daughter  Mir.ind.i.  We 
.iftorwards  lind  them  landed  iip<>U  the 
Enchanted  lllind.  Here  they  aie'fur- 
roundcil  by  evil  fpirits,  whom  Prof- 
pero  fubdiies  by  magical  charms  j  and 
difeover  ('aliban,  whom  he  foothts  by 
kindnefs:  bcallo  finds  Ariel  iinprikmed 
in  a  cleft  pine,  and  liberates  him  by  his 
power.  The  firlt  Act  concliuks  with 
a  Gi  and  Dance  of  Spirits. 

'File  fecond  A6t  begins  after  a  fup- 
pofed  relidence  of  I'rolpero  in  the 
III  nul  for  ten  <*r  twelve  years.  Miranda, 
theiefoie,  who  was  reprefented  as  a 
mere  child  in  the  firft  Atit,  is.  In  the 
Iccond,  pel Tonated  by  Mils  B.  Men.age. 
Wc  now  have  tlie  amour  ot  I'alibuti 
with  Miranda.  ShaklpeaicVnakcs  Prof- 
pero  alfign  as  a  reafon  lor  bis  hard  tie if- 
mciit  of  this  quondam  mailer  ol  tlic 
Jll.nid,  tint  he  liad  attempted  Miran¬ 
da’s  honour.  The  priigicls  of  his  pal- 
fion  is  here  delineated.  He  lucceeds 
in  hying  Ariel  afleep,  and  carries  oU’ 
Miranda  into  his  deu.  For  fonie  time 
he  balHes  all  the  arts  of  Profpero ; 
but  is  at  lad  obliged  to  abandon  all 
tlioughts  of  love,  and  is  ci  uelly  pinched 
by  troops  of  inlcrnal  beings  for  his 
prefumption.  'Fhe  ihipwreck  then 
takes  place,  and  Antonio,  (brother  to 
Profpero,)  with  his  faithful  counlcllor 
Gonzales,  and  his  Ton  Ferdinand,  arc 
thrown  on  (hoiej  Ferdinand  and  Mi¬ 
randa  fall  in  love  with  each  other; 
and  after  PinfpeiQ  has  difeovered  him- 
fell  to  his  brother,  and  pardoned  him, 
a  general  reconciliation  takes  place, 
and  the  Piece  concludes  with  a  Grand 
Dance. 

The  feenery  of  this  piece  is  admira¬ 
ble,  and  the  decorations  very  fplendid, 
Ahe  bark  from  which  Profpero  and 

Miranda 
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^liranda  were  thr\i(^  into  a  rotten  boat 
to  perilh,  is  one  of  the  iiioft  accurate 
reprefentations  that  we  ever  faw  upon 
the  itajje.  Calil:an*s  grotto  is  finely 
imagined,  being  dccoraf'‘d  witli  various 
fhells,  corals,  and  cryitals  ;  .and  the  lail 
fccnc,  that  of  a  Temple,  prefented  an 
in  dance  of  novel  grandeur  that  was 
very  loudly  applaudeil. 

Tl^c  mufit  is  compofed  and  felcifed 
bv  Mr.  (’ondcll  i  and,  if  liOt  remaik- 
ahiy  hrikiiig,  is  pUafuig  and  appropri¬ 
ate.  Tlie  overture,  which  is  profcllcdly 
taken  from  Furcell  and  ArnCt  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  innch  applaiile. 

This  ballet  has  fince  had  an  alinod 
uninterrupted  run. 

At  J.iverpool,  during  the  per- 
forninnce  of  The  Revenue ^  an  accident 
liappcned,  whicli  n’ight  have  been  at- 
tciu!t(i  witli  very  fatal  elucls.  I'o- 
uanl  tlie  clofe  of  the  play,  Alon/o 
inatches  the  dagger  of  Zniga,  ami  dabs 
bimlelf.  Mr.  Cooper,  (who  pci  formed 
Zingi,)  It  Items,  ha*!  nfed  a  real  dag- 
indead  of  a  theatrital  one;  and, 
rot  having  appi  iltd  Mr.  li.irrymore  of 
it,  the  latter  wciindcd  liimfelf  (evtrely 
in  the  body.  Tlie  .affair,  however,  we 
me  happy  to  find,  was  not  lo  ftriousas 
it  was  leprcfenttd  in  the  newfpapers  ; 
mid  in  about  a  week's  time,  Mr.  li.  was 
able  to  refaiiie  his  place  in  the  thca- 
irc., 

1^.  Covent  Carden  clofcd  for  the 
feafon  with  the  Comic  Opera  of  7i6e 
Cahirrt*  and  Falentine  and  Or  fen. 

At  the  end  of  the  Oper.i,  Mr,  Kem¬

He  loon  meets 
Felix,  who  h.'ul  gone  out  a-liwnting, 
and  had  been  fcpirated  Ir.'uu  his  at¬ 
tend  int.s  among  the  intricacies  of  the 
fored.  He  pi  dents  a  pilld  to  his 
bread  ;  but  is  inil.tntly  leized  with 
remorl’e.  Felix  geueroully  gives  him 
.1  purie  of  gold,  and  he  lets  out  to  pur- 
chafe  provilions.  I'hc  Count's  fer- 
vants  in  the  mean  lime  become  very 
uncaly  about  tbrir  under  ;  an<l  heailng 
that  his  puiTe  had  been  fecii  in  the 
hands  of  an  ill-looking  drangcr,  they 
conclude  that  he  mud  have  been  robbed 
and  murdered.  'Fhey,  li.creforc,  raife 
a  hue  and  cry  againU  Rofalvi,  and  pur- 
fue  him  to  his  cott.ige.

AHOLITION  OF  THL  SLAVE  TRADE. 

Mr.  Wilbcrforce  pre*accd  his  motion 
by  obfei  ving,  that  it  lud  often  been  his 

fortune 
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fortiln?  to  addrcfs  iht  Chair  on  this 
bi;t  never  witli  a  r,J cater  ienfe 
it?  iinnortance ;  and  he  was  con- 
virced  rl'.nt  ihir. difvn  acctid  traflic  might 
b’j  aholilhed  vvitheut  dlminidiln^f  the 
fr.te:e;ts  or  gh>ry  of  the  country,  lit* 
.idiicil,  th.'.t  thciij^h  former  dilculhons 
had  ieft  hut  t'aiiljtory  Imnrtli'.jns,  they 
Vad  yet  done  lo  touch  a?  to  render  it 
onnccelTary  for  him  to  enter  again  into 
all  the  pal tic\:lr.rs  v\hic.lj  hid  been  fo 
ftftrii  urged  ;  hut  lie  (lionhl  merely 
remind  tiie  Houle  of  its  veidicf  in 
1791,  lelative  to  the  injuilice  of  the 
Have  Tiadc,  and  of  a  fubl'eqnent 
frlblntiori  that  the  trade  ought  to 
4r:iie  alrogcthei'.  lie  tlien  nia  ie  aii 
•ippeal  to  the  feelings  of  tiie  Houle, 
and  enumerated  tiie  pernicious  ef¬ 
fects  of  this  dil'rraceful  tratiic,  wh'ch 
cxcitccl  the  native  Chieftains  to  attack 
their  neighbours,  in  order  to  nuke  pri- 
foners,  as  a  means  of  trade.  It  liad  been 
proved,  that  they  were  excited  by  fpi- 
rituous  liquors  j  and  that  wlun  tlieir 
Jlttcmpts  on  their  neighbours  had  failed, 
they  diredfed  their  attacks  ag.iinit  their 
own  town,  and  fent  their  wretched  in¬ 
habitants  aboard  the  velVels  employed 
in  what,  by  a  lhange  peivertion  of 
language,  was  called  ttadc.  He  would 
prove,  that  the  purbtit  of  flaves  was 
•Xtended  5  or  Coo  miles  into  the  inte¬ 
rior  of  Atrica  j  and  the  Hviufe  had 
already  heard  To  inucli  of  the  coniiftent 
cruelty  of  the  traders,  as  to  be  obliged 
to  interfere  lo  Hop  the  wafte  of  human 
blood  in  the  paHage  acrofs  the  Atlantic. 
As  to  the  infmuations  made  by  rmny 
teriters  and  fpeakers,  that  the  native 
Africans  and  Americans  were  no  better 
than  brute*,  and  incapable  of  civiliza¬ 
tion  or  fotial  feelings,  they  were  un- 
judinablc  and  horrid)  befides,  it  was 
abfiird  to  compare  their  llavcry  in 
ihcir  own  country  with  that  to  which 
they  lubmitted  in  the  Well  Indies)  as 
the  travels  of  P.ark,  Golberry,  Moore, 
^C.,  wotdd  fliew  that  the  condition  of 
tjic  Africans  wms  peifc^Hy  comfortable 
and  happy.  It  lud  .dfo  been  Hated, 
that  if  the  trade  were  ti>  be  abolilhed, 
it  would  deftroy  a  nurfery  of  the  Bri- 
tifli  marine;  but  it  ha»i  appeared,  that 
intlead  of  lupport,  the  African  trade 
was  a  drain  from  the  marine  of  the 
country  :  naval  men,  otherwife  not  in¬ 
clined  to  fuppori  his  propjfitlon,  had 
attcltcd  this  ia't ;  and  that  on  boarding 
an  Ar(ic.an  trader,  thev  could  itiilom 
find  a  hand  worth  taking.  The  tact 
was,  that  of  22,263  (camcn  employed 


in  the  African  trade,  2,64 1  died  in 
one  vc.ir,  whereas  only  313  died  out  of 
the  fame  number  employed  in  the 
W'ell  India  fiavle.  Mr.  \V.  tl*en  en* 
tc!  ctl  into  m^ny  tinnncial  calcul  itioir, 
to  fliew  that  the  capital  employed  in 
this  trade  was  comraiatively  tiiviil, 
and  might  be  turned  lo  more  aiivan- 
tage  in  other  louicr*,  .*nd  like  wife  to 
prove  tirat  it  w<»uld  be  polhble  to  keep 
up  the  Hock  ot  Hives  witliout  iniportr- 
ticn,  provided  a  d’HVjent  lyltcm  of 
feedl.Mo-  anil  ewiucation  were  ailopte<i. 
He  detailed  the  various  feveritics  and 
hardlhips  hlch  tiie  fla.vcs  hail  to  en- 
ctm liter  •,  cor-trailel  tluir  Htiution  in 
our  iiluido  wlrli  ihoie  in  tiie  Uniitd 
States;  and  ob'erved,  that  the  drain  of 
Jiiiidh  tio>ps  ircjuiied  :•>  guard  our 
p.)l)Vi!ions  a>oie  hem  the  vad  number 
of  Blacks  imt'O’tt'!,  whowtie  in  the 
p'^oportioM  iM  tweniv  lo  one  Ibiropean. 
At  lengtii,  alter  a  few  remarks  on  his 
own  exei  lions  in  tiiis  c  .ul’  ,  which  he 
fonlld»'ied  as  tiie  {Ve/te  >  lum-  ur  tb.at 
Providence  Irid  lie.’owcd  upon  nim,  lie 
concluflfd  with  inovini’:,  “  Phat  leave 
he  given  to  hvinir  .in  a  H:ll  lor  the 
Abolition  of  the  Slave  Trade  ;  and 
that  the  1 1  ni'e  (hould  refol  vc  it  felt  into 
a  ('ommilteetoconliderof  the  motion.” 

Mr.  Fuller  laid,  it  was  impolilble  to 
pur  the  Negroes  upen  ihe  fame  footing 
as  Engliih  labourers  ;  and  it  was  known, 
that  tliey  were  lo  well  fatisHed  with 
tbrir  fituation,  that  the  ubial  way  of 
keeping  them  to  their  duty  was  to 
threaten  to  fend  them  back  to  their 
own  country.  He  (poke  in  liigh  terms 
of  the  treatment  of  the  xN-  nrocs  in  our 
iflands,  and  conceived  it  impolliblc  that 
the  trade  couM  be  abolilhed. 

Mr.  Bai  ham  was  nearly  of  the  farre 
opinion,  and  was  convinced  that  the 
ttadc  would  he  canied  on  in  a  contra¬ 
band  manner,  fie  was  therefore  averfe 
to  direil  emancipation.  •

WFi'NtSDAV,  Jure  6.  — Sir  J.  An- 
deifon  pielcnlcii  a  rctition  fiom  the 
IMantcr.',  Mtrrhar.ts,  Annuitanfs,  a?'d 
vfhers  interelteii  in  the  Biitlfh  Welt  Irdia 
Colonies,  againft  the  Bill  it  r  the  A!>  - 
JiHon  ot  the  Slave  Trade.  He  moved 
that  the  Petitioners  be  heaid  by  Courlel. 

To  this  Mr.  Wiibci  toice  cbjrclul  j 
but  the  queftion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Whitbread  made  Ids  motion  on 
the  ccndiidf  of  the  Lord  Advocate  of 
Scotland;  whom  he  acculed  ot  a  propen- 
fity  to  exceed  his  powers,  and  a  v.ant  cf 
delicacy  in  their  execution.  It  appears 
that  Garrow,  a  farinci's  let  vatu,  who

He  alio 
s^rote  a  letter  to  the  Deputy  Sheiitf, 
rtcemmending  him  to  hold  .Moirlton  up 
to  public  cuntimpt,  to  dilcouiage  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  County  liom  slice i- 
atirg  with  him  ;  and  it  the  Funcii  O.cnld 
make  gotd  a  lai.d.ing,  that  be  be  ihn^ 
moment  impiiluncd,  and  be  riiculd  take 
care  that  whatever  Idles  he  (Mr,  Moni- 
ion)  Ikculd  fultalu,  he  liiould  leccivc  no 
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ccmpcnfaiion.  He  then  moved  that  the 
documents  alluded  to  be  laid  before  the 
Houle. 

The  Charccllor  of  the  Fxchequer 
faid,  he  would  not  oppefe  the  nKtion  ;

The  Cl'.ai'cellor  of.  the  Fxcliequer 
coi'ttrided,  that  no  idea  pie val leil  ot  eman¬ 
cipating  the  Negtoes  now  in  tiie  W'elf 
Inilits;  buttle  intention  was  to  amello- 
late  their  rntidiiion,  by  preventing  the 
futuie  Ahicaii  I'laile. 

Mr.  W'iibti  foict,  Sir  C.  Brooke,  Sir 
1\.  Mitbanke,  Sir  J.  Newport,  and  other 
Members,  Itiorgly  lupporit'd  the  mo¬ 
tion  ;  and  tlx  Bill  was  lead  a  Iccond 
lime. 

Frio  AY,  June  8. — On  tlic  motion  for 
conliUciing  the  Petitions  cf  the  Irilh 
l.ircn  Manulatlurers,  Mr.  Fuller  (fated 
tbe  bardihips  underwhich  they  labouitd, 
and  proved  that  the  trade  was  in  con- 
lequence  decaying  to  a  great  extent  ;  as, 
in  1792,  the  export  of  Linens  irem  Ire- 
lai:d  amounted  to  forty  millions  ot  yards, 
but  in  1S05  the  number  was  only  thirty- 
fix  millions  and  a  half.  He  therefore 
moved  for  a  Bill  to  exempt  all  Irilh 
Linens  fiom  tlic  cxpoit  duty.— Ordered. 

In  anfwer  to  a  queltion  from  Mr.  Ful¬ 
ler,  Mr.  Pitt  .‘aid,  he  believed  Ibmc  over- 
tiiie  had  been  made  bv  Deflalincs  to  the 
Goveinmtnt  of  Jamaica,  relpe^ling  the 
imnrrtation  ct  Slaves  into  St.  Domingo. 

Tile*  Chancellor  cf  the  F.xche(ii:tr 
moved  the  lecord  reading  of  the  Addi¬ 
tional  Defence  Bill}  on  which  Mr.  CrU 
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craft  fald,  it  was  rot  pcffiMc  to  fufFer 
Juch  a  plan  to  pals  without  taking  tlie 
I'enfc  of  the  Houle;  hccaufe  hr.ee  the 
charge  in  Adniiniltiaiion,  tlxofc  mcafurcs 
which  were  deemed  necertary  had  not 
been  brought  forward.  He  made  a  va¬ 
riety  of  objections  to  the  prefent  Bill, 
which  he  did  not  think  lufficiently  vigo¬ 
rous,  and  by  no  means  likely  to  aniwer 
the  purpofe  intended. 

Sir  R.  Buxton  Itrongly  fupported  the 
meafure,  which  he  preferred  to  any  that 
had  ever  been  propolcd. 

Mr.  Yorke,  though  dehroui  to  give 
every  fupport  to  Government,  could  net 
fanCfion  the  prefent  Bill,  as  he  was  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  difficulty  of  introducing  the 
fyrtem  of  limited  Icrvice  into  this  coun¬ 
try;  he  rook  a  view  of  thedifferent  pans 
of  the  Bill;  and  after  pointing  out  his 
objeCfions  Ipecllically,  Concluded  with 
ohfervln?,  tliat  as  it  was  not  intended 
for  our  immediate  fecuriiy,  it  had  better 
ftand  over. 

Mr.  S.  Bourne  followed  in  praife  of 
the  meafure  ;  and  Mr.  Ballard  againlf  if. 
The  latter  conceived  that  the  Hill  gave  a 
power  to  the  C'rown  to  raife  60  or 
70,000  men,  and  to  apply  for  money 
independently  of  Parliament ;  and,  trem¬ 
bling  at  its  confc()ucnces,  he  fliould  op- 
pofe  it. 

Mr.  Ryder,  Mr.  F.llifor,  and  Mr.  Ful¬ 
ler,  were  aifo  iltcidedly  apalnlf  tlie  Hill. 

Sir  L.  Pat f:. ns  thought  the  former 
plan  of  the  Army  ol  Kelerve  to  be  pre¬ 
ferable  ;  but  as  he  could  not  get  the 
one,  he  rtioui  I  twke  the  other. 

Mr.  Windham  declared,  that  h.e  corfi- 
deied  the  meafure  to  he  not  only  in¬ 
adequate,  hut  dertruClive  of  its  objeCf. 

Lord  de  Hiaquiie  and  Mr.  VVai<J  laid  a 
few  words  in  lavourot  the  Bill  j  and  the 
CharCelL»r  ol  the  Kxchetjucr  repeated  his 
arguments  in  its  fupport  ;  and  l.iid,  that 
in  the  Committee  he  would  prove  it  to  be 
a  meafure  belt  caicui«.ted  lor  the  iafety  of 
the  country. 

Mr.  Fox  refumed  his  former  grounds 
of  ohjeCfion  1  and  on  a  diviiion,  at  two  in 
the  morning,  there  were — Ayes,  221  ; 
Noes,  i3ij  Majority  for  the  Bill  only 
4.0.

Monday,  yune  it. — The  Scotch 
Canal  Bill  was  lead  a  thiid  time,  and 
p^'alfed. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Rofc,  Mr.  J. 
Dayman,  who  made  the  double  return 
under  the  Sherilf,  for  the  borough  of 
I.ifkcard,  was  brought  to  the  bar  j  and, 
after  reading  a  written  defence,  ordered 
into  tlie  culfody  of  the  Serjeart  at  Aims* 

On  the  motion  of  the  Char.ctllor  i  f  the 
Kxchequer,  for  the  lloufe  to  go  into  a 
Committee  upon  the  Additional  Force 
Bill,  Mr.  Jckyll  made  Ibmr  objetlions 
to  the  Speaker  leaving  the  Chair,  on  the 
ground  that  the  Public  looked  for  fomc- 
thingmorc  efteCfuil  than  the  prclcnt  mc.i- 
fure,  in  which  there  was  only  one  feature 
of  novcirv,  the  itcruiiing  by  paiilh- 
oflicers.  'Fhis  \va<!  a  mode  nniveifa  lly 
irproWated :  it  was  an  aCl  of  injulticf 
to  force  individu.ils  to  pay  a  hue,  not 
in  pr.rilhes  alone,  but  a  tax  impi'fed  upon 
cruntits  at  large.  Per  Ions  who  had 
already  hfcn  ohligctl  to  find  fubdiliites 
f(  r  othei  fptcies  of  fervicc  weie  thus 
to  he  fubje^'lcd  to  the  general  contiilui- 
tion,  in  fiiape  of  a  fine,  in  order  t«)  find 
others.  He  rdluded  to  an  auonymous 
J  Itper,  wliRh  explained  the  hardrtilp  of 
this  Bill  mere  decidedly.  Tlie  wiiierof 
it  (fated,  that  abiiut  twelve  months  ago 
he  h.ad  been  baliotted  for  tlie  Suppiemeu- 
tary  Militia,  and  hat  paid  thiity  guineas 
to  provide  a  fublfitutej  and  that  by  the 
former  Ac\s  he  was  cutit’ed  to  be  fieed 
from  any  military  fervice  or  contiihu- 
fion  for  five  years.  He  (the  writer)  law, 
however,  that  a  Bill  v'»*a8  pending,  under 
w'hich  he  fiiculii  be  made  liahie  to  a  fine, 
or  atfellment,  as  well  as  others  who  hail 
rot  Ifoi  d  the  ballctring.  Thoufands 
(continued  Mr.  jekyll)  will  be  placed  i:i 
a  fiinilar  fituaticn  with  that  indivuluai* 
Fven  the  Volunteers  were  thus  to  he 
compelled  to  pay  frefn  rates  and  impoii- 
tions,  in  addition  to  ail  they  liud  already 
Conti ihuted  towaials  its  lecurity. 

Mr.  P.  Moore  laid,  he  conhdered  the 
Bill  as  one  of  the  mofi  alarming  tiiat  had 
ever  been  intrcduced  to  the  Hoiife  fnee 
the  dctertable  time  of  James  the  Second, 
of  whole  corducf  alter  the  rtbtllion  of 
]6S4  he  gave  a  biief  account,  and  called 
the  attention  of  the  ilcufe  to  the  fpirit 
with  which  their  forefathers  had  reje^ftd 
the  King’s  piopofirion  for  atr  uncoidfitw- 
tional  irciea'e  of  the  regular  army,  it 
was  onr  iniiitla  that  precluded  the  r.eccl- 
fity  for  Inch  a  large  lianJing  force  a«-wat 
now  required  ;  and  as  he  could  rot  Itc 
how  we  could  difpole  of  a  greater  forte 
than  we  already  had,  it  appeared  only 
K  intended 
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intended  for  conttngencici  which  no  man 
could  frrctrll. 

Mr.  M*Naupjhtcn  wai  convinced  that  a 
larpe  Hanriinp  aimv  wa»  ncccflTary,  and 
advifed  Ml.  J.  to  lefletff  ihal  hi*  Iptech 
could  do  no  good  in  the  country.  He 
thoop.hl  that  any  farther  oppofitlon  againlt 
the  Bill  1  molf  vexations  oppoliiion  ; 
for  it  w:i*  nothing  rhe  than  a  vn  v  violent 
attempt  to  tmharrais  his  Mnjelty’*  IMini- 
derx.  (J  hud  try  of  Ordtr!) 

Colonel  Ciaufurd  laid,  he  had  always 
approved  of  incicaflng  the  regular  army 
by  fcvery  picper  means  j  but  he  favi’  that 
tne  pret'cnt  plan  would  not  add  a  Tingle 
man  to  it  j  it  was  much  more  opprcHive 
than  the  former  mode  of  ballctting  ;  and 
he  was  convinced  that  no  fuch  extia- 
oidtnary  means  were  ncctrarv.  I'aking 
a  view  of  the  cauies  which  inducid  men 
to  enter  into  the  regular  army,  ho  pro¬ 
ceeded  tu  drew  that  the  attia<5fions  of  (he 
Homi  Army  weic  greater,  and  con  It- 
quently  that  the  t^,eoomen  railed  lor 
the  Army  of  Keltivc  would  all  have 
entered  the  regular  army  had  the  former 
fict  exilird#  With  relpeft  to  foreign 
fervice,  he  thought  it  extremely  dchrable 
to  put  an  end  to  (hat  abominable  branch 
rf  Irrvicr.  the  duty  of  the  Welt  India 
iflandt,  that  had  To  long  proved  the 
grave  of  our  gallant  regiments.  It  was 
no  unfrrqucnt  thing  for  an  entire  rtgi- 
meni  to  die  there  in  a  few  months,  with, 
rut  the  opportunity  of  fignali/ing  its 
chara^fer  by  any  a6f  of  valour  iu  the 
public  fcrvice.  He  concluded  with  ex- 
pi  effing  hit  thorough  con  vision  that  (he 
l^rcfent  Bill  was  utterly  inatliquate  to 
Its  propoled  ohjet^fs. 

Mr.  Builand,  Mr.  R.  Ward,  Mr.  S. 
T.efevic,  Sir  W.  Young,  and  Sir  W. 
Pultcney,  all  cxprelled  their  dilapproba- 
tion  of  the  Bill  \  and  Mr.  Ryder  ipeke  in 
defercc  of  it  j  when,  cn  ilic  quellion  for 
the  Speaker  leaving  the  Chair,  thcie  were 
—Axes,  119  j  Noes,  169  i— Majority  lor 
Mr.  Pitt,  50. 

Mr.  Pitt  cbferved,  that  from  the  fre¬ 
quent  anterior  diTcuffiort,  he  did  not 
think  it  mcciiary  to  enter  minutely  into 
the  clautei  ol  the  Bill;  he  therefore 
would  pircecd  to  till  up  the  blanks  imnie* 
diately,  and  fci  the  jear  ending  with 
Cifobtr  i?c5,  he  propol'ed  to  infert 
it,ooo,  to  denote  the  number  of  men 
after  that  date  to  be  railed  for  the  pur- 
pofes  ol  the  Ad.  He  afterwards  con- 
tented  to  the  re-commiimtnt  of  me  hill.

an  indemnification  for  thole  \xdio  had  pQr-^ 
chafed  lands  in  the  Colonics  with  a  view 
of  advantage  from  the  trade;  and  Mr. 
Fuller,  on  objc6fing  10  the  Speaker  leav¬ 
ing  the  ('hair,  itlumtd  his  foinu-i  argu¬ 
ments  as  to  the  Impicpricty  ot  abolilh- 
ing  a  tiadc  wliich  would  be  taken  up  by 
otiicis.  He  inlilfcd,  that  our  coi.ilu^f  in 
many  inlfancts  was  woric  than  in  the 
Slave  Trade,  fuch  as  Idling  Icveral  Iiilh 
regiments  to  the  King  ot  Pruiiia,  and 
lending  peifons  to  Botany  Bay,  with  fo 
little  money  to  pay  their  padage,  that 
they  were  obliged  to  fell  themlelves  to 
the  nmlfeis  of  the  veffels.  &c. 

Mtdrs.  Kills,  J>everall,  Dent,  and  Sir 
W.  Young.  Ipokc  briefiy  againlt  the 
Bill;  and  Mr.  Wilbei force  repeated  his 
aigumenti  in  favour  of  the  abolition  ;r 
when,  on  a  dlvliion,  there  was  a  majority 
of  5i>  for  the  Speaker  leaving  ihe  Chaii. 

'1  he  Houle  in  a  Committee  piocctded 
on  the  Kill,  and  agreed  that  it  fhoultf 
commence  its  opeiaiion  on  (lie  ilf  of 
j  inuary  1805  ;  and  that  after  that  period 
a  pen.nliy  of  lol.  fhould  attach  upon 
every  pcifon  for  each  Negro  he  ftiould 
import,  iinlefs  the  fliip  flrould  have 
cleared  ouiwaids  on  or  before  the  iff  of 
Augult  1S0+. 

A  motion  of  Mr.  Manning  for  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  grant  compenl'atioii  to  the  Plan¬ 
ters  was  rejeded  on  the  ground  of  in- 
fermaiity.

'I'hc  lignal  was 
made  to  the  Ciuiltr  and  Kailltr  for  an 
enemy  in  the  E.  S.  K.,  to  call  their 
attention  Iroin  Oltend  ;  the  I'qundron 
weighed  the  moment  the  llovod  made, 
and  allowed  cf  the  heavier  fliips  fol¬ 
lowing  them  over  the  b.»nk8  ;  tlje  fignal 
to  chafe  and  to  engage  weic  obeyed  with 
alacrity,  fplrit,  and  judgment,  by  the 
active  and  experienced  Officers  your 
Loidlhip  has  done  me  the  honour  to 
place  under  my  orders.

The 
leader  Itiuck.  immediately,  and  her  ciew 
ddcited  her.  She  was,  however,  reco¬ 
vered  by  the  ioliowers  ;  the  artillery  from 
the  town  and  camp,  and  the  rowing  gun¬ 
boats  from  the  pier,  kept  up  a  ccmltar.t 
and  well’dira^lcd  fire  tor  their  lupprrt ;

FxiraEs  rf  Letters  from  Sir  Charles  Green 
anJ  Commodore  liooJ,  commanding  his 
M‘  lefly's  Military  and  Naz’al  lorcei 
emf/ojid  in  the  Expcditiosi  againjl  Suri- 
Siam* 

Sir  Charles  Green  dates,  in  a  Letter 
dated  Paramaribo,  May  13,  that  the  ex¬ 
pedition  having  failed  from  Barbadocs 
on  li  e  7lh  Apiil,  anchored  on  the  25th 
and  ztith  followirg,  about  ten  miles  off 
the  meuth  cf  the  1  iver  Surinam. — On  the 
a6ih,  a  corps,  conlifting  cf  the  fiai.k 
companies  of  the  16th  and  64’ h  regi- 
iTcnts,  the  rifle  company  ot  the  21I  batta¬ 
lion  6Dth  regiment,  made  up  by  detach¬ 
ments  from  the  battalion  companies  of 
the  1 6th,  64th,  and  6ih  Welt  India 
regiments,  to  about  600  men,  and  the 
lit  biigade  cf  royal  artillery,  befulcs 
armed  leamen,  was  detached  in  dlfTeirnt 
velftls  under  convoy  of  his  IMajtlly's  (flip 
Hippoments,  Captain  Shipley.  'J  his 
corps  was  commanded  by  Bilgadier- 
General  Msiiland,  who  was  diitcied  to 
eti'ed  a  Jandirg  at  the  Warappa  Creek, 
about  ten  leagues  to  the  eallw'aid  it  the 
Surinam  river,  vvheic  the  enemy  occupied 
a  poll.  Tile  object  ot  this  opciation  was 
to  cbiain  a  water  ccmmur.lcation  with 
the  Commewyne  river,  to  procure  plan¬ 
tation  boats  in  iufficient  r.umbcr  to  tranf- 
poit  the  troops  down  that  river  towauls 
its  junction  with  the  Suiinam,  and  there¬ 
by  facilitate  our  approach  to  take  a  poii- 
lion  in  the  rear  of  fort  New  Amlterdam  ;
